The fire 
Was discovered in the roof, and the belfry 
burning first the means of alarm were cut 
off. Soon a great number from the city 
rushed out to the scene, but then the fire 
had swept through every room and had 
burned the floors. to the basement.

MME. CARNOT APPEARS. 


The gallery extends around the dome. The 
tribune for the wife of the President is in 
the centre, looking directly upon the Presi- 
dent’s chair. A subdued rustle of attention 
over the assemblage already in the 
gallery and all over the floor as 
Mme. Carnot, ten minutes in advance of 
her husband, enters her tribune, and she is 
at once greeted with ceremonious courtesy 
by the ladies who surround her. Paris was 
not wholly disposed to take its homage to 
the Palace of the Elysées under the preced- 
ing régime. But Mme. Carnot is a woman 
who 18 universally esteemed and who pos- 
sesses a literary reputation and an intel 
lectual character, and the President’s home 
is again the social centre of the city. 

Mme. Carnot is a fine looking woman, a 
httie younger than the President. She has 
an oval, almost Roman face. Her figure just 
inclines to weight, but is finely shaped, and 
she bas an agreeable and distinguished pres- 
ence. Sie was dressed today in 
a costume of pale cadet blue bro- 
its silver, sheen glimmering 
through the web of a jacket of fine white 


cloth elaborately but effectively embroid- 
ered witli gold braid, and a bonnet of delicate 


White straw with old rose ribbons; an 
aigrette du theatre, and tiny flowers. Her 
tribune was the focus of respectful in- 
terest until the trumpets announced 
that the President was at the door. 
He walked without apparent self-conscious- 
ness to his chair and stood while the assem- 
bly cheered and silk hats and cocked nats 
were thrust guardedly in the air. There was 
no demonstration whatever in the ladies’ 
gallery. Mme. Carnot did not change her 
attitude during the entire scene, but her face 
expressed the intensity of her gratification. 
THE OPENING SPEECH. 

After the Marseillaise had been played by 
a picked orchestra and sung by a chorus ef 
men’s voices admirably balanced and of de- 
lightfui quality, Premier Tirard rose to 
deliver the opening speech. At once the en- 
tire assemblage became seated and unbro- 
ken attention continued. All the arrange- 
ments for seating tne visitors and for pre- 
serving order are perfect. Occasionally peri- 
ods of the Premier bring out a clapping of 
hands and cries of Good, good.“ Ves, 
yes,” all of which is certainly more in- 
telligible than the Hear, hear” of 
the House of Commons. It is 
a judicious speech and pronounced with 
moderate but wisely regulated force. It 
makes an excellent impression, and at its 
close the audience cheer enthusiastically and 
M. Tirard is warmly congratulated by the 
officials surrounding him. 

When President Carnot arises to read his 
speech a slight tremor seizes Mme. Carnot, 
who clasps her elegantiy gloved hands to- 
gether ard leans a little forward in her 
chair, as if desirous of not losing a word. The 
President's voice is shrill but audible. 
His speech is well thought out and he is able 
frequently to take his eyes from the manu- 
script. He knows the good points of its well 
turned phrases, and foreach receives greater 
applause than any that Tirard evoked. 

His peroration 1s delivered with consider- 
able earnestness. Every word is safe, pru- 
dent, plausible, and generous. He has not 
seized upon a national occasion to glor- 
ify a party, to flatter a faction, 
or to irritate the unthinking. He 
has made no allusion to hostile 
Governments, but has spoken magoani- 
mously and justly of foreign peoples. He 
has not glorified France unduly, but humani- 
ty stillmore. The eulogist of war triumphs 
can employ tor their gloriflcauon a better 
selected vocabulary than for his praise of 
peace, science, and the brotherhood of arts. 

The President of France can never bo heid 
to be an orator in grace and elocuuon, but 
bis essay was worthy of the day in its 
breadth and sympathy of outlook. It was a 
well proportioned treatment of the several 
themes which had a structural 
in it; its statesmanlike deliverance, 
and more than once the felicity of its 
sentences awoke the assemblage into an un- 
intended demonstration of enthusiasm. It 
was several minutes before the President 
was permitted to take his seat. 

The musical program was then at once 
proceeded with. President Carnot de- 
scended from the dais and walked 
down the main aisle of the gallery 
of fine .arts toward the centre, 
where he touched several electrics buttons. 
In a moment the fountains of the exposition 
were all pouring forth their streams to the 
universal sunshine and the great engine of 
the machinery palace was in motion. The 
800,000 or 400,000 people outside and inside 
cheer, and every, portion. of the grounds of 
the Universal Exposition of 1889 is open. 

The exhibiters number 30,000. Tonight 
Paris 1s ablaze with illuminations. No ve- 
hicles are permitted in the streets. The city

Today, in brilhant defiance of the omens 
of political incertitude and with a charac- 
teristic smile of felicitation toward 
ali the world and the enemies of democ- 
racy in particular, France again 
celebrates the progress of the world in the 
arts and sciences of peace.

There is some difference 
of opinion, however, as to the time when the

ers, or at the fall election. Meetings will be 


held in the course of the week to determine 
this question. One was heid last evening at 
the residence of Mr. Peter Buschwah to talk 
over the preliminaries. It was determined 
then that a large delegation should be sent 
to the conference meetmg proposed by the 
Hyde-Parkers next Saturday, when a line of 
proper action should be determined on. 

WILL AVOID THE MISTAKE OF 1887. 

Mr. Buschwab, speaking on the subject 
last evening, said: There is no question 
that annexation will carry as soon as it is 
submitted. The mistake made in November, 
1887, was in not submitting the question of 
the annexation of the whole town. The part 
left out fought annexation bitterly. We then 
had not had enough experience with an ex- 
perimental city government, and some said 
give itatrial. I was one of those. Now mat- 
ters have taken quite a change. We know 
that the little city government is 
costly and not overefficient. We have be- 
sides the city government five costiy and 
irresponsivie school board governments. 
Our adoption of a city charter did not do 
away with those expensive taxing bodies. I 
said they were irresponsible. The local pa- 
pers never report their meetings. There is 
no published record of their transactions. 
They can levy as high as 5 per cent of the as- 


| sessment. One of the boards has special 
charge of the high school. It is conducted, 


as might be expected, in an extravagant 
fashion. People are beginning to realize the 
injustice of double and treble taxation. They 
will put an end to it as soon as they have the 
oppbrtunity. Now the question arises 
whether it would be wise to submit the 
question at a special election in June. 
Would that give time enough for a proper 
presentation of the subject? The anti-an- 
nexationists have an organization, with 
The whole of 
officialism would be utilized in order to 
defeat annexation. Could wa bring out 
for annexation on a 


feeling for Annexation would justify the spe- 
cial election on this subject. Haste may 
jeopardize success. However, I shall wait 
till the conference of Saturday before mak- 
ing up my mind as to tne date of the elec- 
tion. As to annexation, it means improved 
and cheaper government for Lake View, en- 
hanced value of “real estate, lower rates of 
interest for loans, lower insurance rates, and 
pure and wholesome water.“ 
NUMBERS ARE IN FAVOR OF IT. 

Mr. Howard I. Goidy, Who was one of the 
leaders in the annexation movement in 1887. 
said: A number of persons have called 
upon me and asked that I should take up the 
subject again. It will de an easy matter to 
carry annexation now. I think the people 
are alive as to its advantages. I know there 
has been a sweeping change in public senti- 
ment in regard to it. Scores of thosé who 
were opposed to it formerly are now in favor 
of the movement. There is nothing political 
init. Itis wholly non-partisan. Even Lake 
View city officials are now strongly in favor 
of annexation. The provisions of the new 
law relating to the retention of policemen 
and firemen in the employment of the 
enlarged city removes a difficulty that 
existed under the old law. I 
shall attend the conference of Satur- 
day, and we will probably decide to go in 
with Hyde Park for tne special election. We 
ought to have a month to organize. It is not 
a bad idea, however, to submit the question 
on its merits apart from other election is- 
sues. The main 
question of cost. The leaders of the Admin- 
istration faction in Lake View will spend 
money, and we ought to be able te meet them 
on equal terms at the polls. The whole town 
should be taken in this time.“ 

Ed Furthmann, who was also a strong an- 
nexationist before, is equally strong now. 
“We must come in,” he said, and the 
sooner the better. There will be no diffi- 
culty now. The honest people are all for 
annexation. We must bring in the whole 
town now. Thereis nouse in making two 
bites ata cherry. I intend to be at that con- 
ference Saturday and be in harmony with its 
actions.”’ 

Joseph H. Fitch, Mr. Furthmann’s partner, 
who opposed annexation before, is now for it 
‘emphatically. He resides in the part which 
it was proposed to leave outside the city 
limits. Now that section is to be taken in 
with the rest. The people out my way,“ said 
Mr. Fitch, are for annexation if the whole 
town is taken in.“ Deputy Sheriff Hartke, 
who also resides in the outlying section, cor- 
roborates Mr. Fitch. Mr. August Berze, who 
fought for annexation a year and a half ago, 
says that there is but one sentiment outside 
the Lake View City-Hall on the question of 
annexation. The people are for it. 

WANTS CLEARER WATER, 

Maj. John Murphy, who resides on Clark 
street, near Belmont avenue, says that as 
long as the peopie of Lake View have to get 
pure water by wagon from the Lincoln Park 
artesian well itis not surprising that there 
should te a unanimous sentiment in favor of 
joining Chicago, which can give of its abun- 
dant supply immediately. 

Ald. Brookman of the Third Ward of Lake 
View saia it was a mistake to think that all 
Lake View officials were opposed to annexa- 
tion. He himself is strongly in favor of it. 
He believes the whole town ought to be 
brought in and as soon as possible. There are 
other Aldermen also in favor of annexation 
and many of the Lake View officials, he said. 
Thore can be no question, he said, that an- 
nexation will win. Not the least doubt, if 
the question applies to the whole town. . 

Mr. Robert Clark, Mr. Stephen Clark, Mr. 
David Good wilne, John V. Le Moyne, Leo 
Austrian, Austin O. Sexton, E. S. Dreyer, 
Mr. Shurtleff, the real estate man, S. E. 
Gross, W. C. Goudy, R. R. Clark, are all 
active supporters of the movement. Mr. 
Gross was opposed to annexation a year and 
a half ago and contributed to the “antis’”’ 
funds. He has seen the error of his way. 
Mr. Quinlan, an employé of his office, who 
lives in Lake View, is an ardent annexation- 


ist. It is all but certain that Lake View will, 


come in at the same time us Hyde Park at a 
June special election. 

The Hyde Park committee will meet this 
afterzoon at the Grand Pacific to perfect the

CAPTURE OF A BOLD BUNKO MAN. 


One of Those Who Robbed an Old Ilinois 
Farmer of $7,000 in Jail in Ono. 

Wasnincton Court-Housr, O., May 6.— 
[Special.|—Last Saturday John T. Norris, a 
detective, was at Jack sonville, III., where he 
signed a contract with Vincent Richardson, 
a wealthy farmer 80 years old, who April 23 
was robved by two bunko men of 7,000 in 
cold cash. They played the three card monte 
racket, one of them grabbing the $7,000 in 
greenbacks, poking a revolver under the old 
man’s nose and telling him to go. The de- 
tective got descriptions of the men and 
clipped from a page in a hotel register at 
Jacksonville the names signed by the two.

$6,000 robbery here, and the similarity of the 
circumstances convinced him that these were 
the men he wanted. He telegraphéa here to 
hold them and arrived here late last night. 
He compared the signatures signed at Jack- 
sonville and at the hotel here, and the pen- 
manship is identical. Here they registered 
as H. H. Martin and W. C. Baker of Toledo, 
O. At Jacksonville they registered as W. A. 
Guy, St. Louis, and W. H. Baer. Chicago. 
The last name given by the prisoner is 
George Carter, which he gave the Sneriff here. 
He was arraigned before Mayor Millikan to- 
day on the charge of highway robbery, and 
the trial was postponed until Friday, his 
bond being placed at 810, 000, which he failed 
to furnish. 


SOUTH CAROLINA MILITIAMEN ANGRY. 


Their Explanation of Their Failure to Carry 
a National Flag at New York. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., May 6.—]Special.]— 
Gen. Sherman’s criticism about South Caro- 
lina troops parading in New York at the 
Washington centennial without United States 
flags has caused some feeling among the soi- 
diers of this State. Maj. R. G. Gilchrist, who 
commanded the Washington Light Infantry 
in that parade, said today: “Gen. Sherman 
exhibits his usual malevolence toward the 
South in présuming an evil intent when it 
was purely accidental that there was no Na- 
tional flag in the South Carolina line. It was 
the purpose of the Washington Light Infant- 
ry to parade under the National colors alone, 
and to that end they carried the United States 
flag. with them. By Col. Cruger’s request 
they also carried their Eutaw flag, highly 
prized as the only Revolvtionary flag extant 
in condition for parade, and which waved in 
triumph on the battlefield of Eutaw and 
Cowpens. In obedience to orders issued by 
Gen. Slocum, as commander of a battalion I 
saluted the President. Genu. Sherman says 
he did not acknowledge it. I thought other- 
wise, but presumed his hat was raised in 
honor of the Eutaw flag. 


TO RECLAIM IMMENSE SWAMP LANDS. 


Project of Detroit Men to Breed Stock 
Along the Shore of Lake Huron. 

LAxSsINa, Mich., May 6.— [Special. — A bill 
requiring every voting precinct in the State 
to purchase Rhine’s voting machines, for 
which astrong lobby has been working all 
winter, was adversely reported to the House 
today. An effort to 2ave the bill placed on 
generai order,was tabled. A bill authorizing 
the formation of stock companies to pur- 
chase, reclaim, and sell swamp lands passed 
the House Committee of the. Whole. The 
bill is part of a project by A. A. Dwight and 
other Detroiters to secure control of immense 
strips of land along the shore of Lake Huron, 
ditch it, and begin stock-oreeding on an ex- 
tensive scale.

GREAT DAMAGE BY FOREST FIRES. 


Buildings and Crops Destroyed—Heavy 
‘Losses in the Flames. 

Delor, Minn., May 6.—[Special.]—Re- 
ports of the destruction by the forest fires 
continue to come in. The fires are still 
raging in all directions with more or less fury, 
but in many localities they have burned 
themseives out. They have. attacked the 
heavy pine woods in many places, and the 
loss of timber will be immense. All train- 
men on roads leading here from every direc- 
tion tell of the long lines of fire pissed 
through. The greatest loss is in the destruc- 
tion of railroad ties, telegraph poles, and 
cordwood. Several hundred thousand tes 
and thousands of cords of wood have been 
burned. So far news has reached here of 
the destruction of a dozen buildings; three 
near Barnum, a dozen miles west of here; 
one near Norman, Mian.; two at Pike Lake. 
two near Sandstone, and others in Wiscon- 
sin. Joseph Bradford’s wood camp and two 
tie camps near Norman were wiped out. 
From a score of small places come accounts 
of fighting the fire to save the villages or 
wills. There was a rumor today that a small 
sawmill in Douglas County, Wisconsin, had 


been burned, but no news could be had to 


confirm it. Some stock has been destroyed 
in outlying districts. The most destruction 
has been on the lines of the St. Paul & Duluth 
and the Northern Pacific. On the lines of 
the Omaha and tné Duluth & Iron Range the 
loss was not great and the roads were not 


dying out. 

ASHLAND, Wis., May 6.—[8 J—Forest 
fires, which have n raging furiously for 
twenty-four hours previous to last night, are 
said to have nearly ali died out. No serious 
losses are reported. 

Wausau, Wis., May 6.—[Special.]—Unless 
rain soon comes, great hardship to farmers 
in this section will result. Woods are on fire 
all around the city. Hay meadows, crops, 
and bridges have been destroyed in the west- 
ern part of the county. Farmers and mill- 
men in the country are fighting fire with big 
crews. The air in the city is filled with 
smoke. 

East Tawas, Mich., May 6.—] Special. — 
Forest fires did considerable damage yester- 
day and today, destroying a large amount of 
fencing and several buildings. J. B. Tuttle’s 
large barns were saved with great difficulty.

Trees Have Been tnjared.

A Mess of Words and Phrases Without 
Meaning to Any One but the Doctor. 

The namphlet, Is It a Conspiracy“ of 
which so much has been heard since the dis- 
appearance of Dr. Cronin, coatuins at least 
one rational phrase which stands out, prom- 
inently by reason of its being in parentheses 
under the title of the script. An Unpub- 
lished Interview,” as the clause referred to 
is written, 1s undoubtedly accurate so far as 
newspaper publication is concerned. Nothing 
short of the author's disappearance in the 
sensational manner it has occurred would 
have been likely to evolve this literary con- 
coction from its original obscurity.

LIVED IN ST. LOUIS TEN YEARS, 


Dr. Cronin’s Career in Missouri—Gradua- 
ated in Medicine in 1877. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., May 6.—[Special.]—Dr. 
Cronin, whose mysterious disappearance is 
agitating the Chicago police, lived in this 
city for ten years. He was born in Canada 
and came to Missouri when 18 years of age, 
settling at Edina. He arrived in St. Louis in 
1870, and had strong lette®s of recommenda- 
tion to Archbishop Ryan. He wasa fine mu- 
sician, and soon obtained a position as tenor 


in St. John’s Church choir. He worked in a 


grocery store for some time, but gave it up 
and studied medicine. He Sangin the differ- 


‘ent church choirs for eicht years, and also 


filled the position of superin ent of omni- 
buses for the St. Louis Transfer Com ‘ 
He graduated from the Missquri Medical Col- 
lege in 1877 and then opened a drug store on 
Easton avenue. This venture was not suc- 
cessful. He was the Captain of a local mili- 
tia company during the strike of 1877, and 
rendered the State good service. He was ex- 


tremely aggressive, but was not known to be 


interested in Irish politics. When he left 
here he severed all connection with his 
He neither wrote nor called, and 
they never heard from himexcept by rumors. 
Two years ago one of his frienas here re- 
ceived a letter requesting a sketch of Dr.

IN THE HANDS OF FOREIGNERS. 


Catholic Clergymen Displeased with Bish- 
op Keane’s Selection of Professors. 

New Lokk, May 6.—[Special.|—There isa 
feeling of dissatisfaction among the Catholic 
clergymen in this city at the selection of 
professors for the new Catholic university at 
Washington made by Bishop J. J. Keane, 
rector of the university, during his recent 
trip through Europe. He has almost entirely 
ignored Americans. In fact, from the 
choices made, some of the American Catho- 
lic priests are inclined to think that Bishop 
Keane has formed the idea that the United 
States is still a ** missionary country,“ as the 
papal bulls call it. 

Yesterday Bishop Keane declared that some 
Americans would be chosen for professor- 
ships later, when the Americans should 
reach the proper mental calibre.” This re- 
mark has not moderated the disappointment 
of the local American Catholic clergy. It 
has, in tact, added to their indignation, sidce 
the Bishop gave utterance to a distasteful 
idea which they had only suspected as the 
basis of his actions. It is confideutly assert- 
ea that the rector’s cho'ces will not meet 
with the approval of Cardinal Gibbons, who 
has shown himself to be the most thorough 
American in — of the United 
States. The Cardinal takes every occasion 
to express American ideas, and those who 
know best say that he will protest against 
the selection of men who have no American 
sympathies—who have, in fact, never set foot 
on American soil. Today Bishop Keane went 
to Boston to pay a visit to Archbishop Wil! 
iams. Later he will visit many of the Bish- 
ops in the New England and Middle States. 
The Washington University will be opened 
early in November for theological students 
only. The other departments will be put in 
— as soon as the necessary funds are 
raised. 


LOUISIANA ELECTION REGULATORS, 


Armed Men Prevent Negroes from Voting 
and the Election Is Postponed. 

LaFAYETTE, La., May 6.—At 6 o’clock tnis 
morning a party of twenty-five or thirty men 
armea with Winchester rifles surrounded 
the court-Louse, while several larger bands, 
also urmed, remained just outside of the 
town limits. These men, in menacing tones, 
proclaimed that no negro would be allowed 
to vote at this municipalelection. A large 
number of men with arms were in the imme- 
diate neighborhood of Court-House square, 
and at the several entrances to the square 
armed men were posted and negroes were not 
permitted toenter. Sheriff Broussard offered 
to escort @ number of men at the north 
entrance to the square to vote. He attempt- 
ed to enter with these men, when there was 
a rush ot armed men to mne entrance, and 
shouts were heard of Shoot them!“ Kill 
them!“ Don't allow them to go in! and the 
voters turned back. Sheriff Broussard suc- 


ceeded in arresting and landing in jail ten of

CONSIDERABLE QUIET TRADING 18 
NOTED IN WALL STREET. 


Ramored Efforts of the Standard Oli Com- 
pany to Get Control of the Trust Brings 
About a Bullish Movement—The Geatle- 


men from New York Conferring with the : 


St. Louis Outsiders—Smart Fractional 
Advances in Railroad Stocks. 


New York, May 6.—[Special.|—There was 
a good deal of quiet trading in lead today, 
but no sales were reported on the Metal Ex- 
change. Tne market has been bullish for 
several days, and the explanation is that this 
is in anticipation of a reversal of the ruling 
of the Treasury Department in favor of the 
lead meu. During President Arthur’s Ad- 
ministration the Secretary of Treasury de- 


cided that silver ore should be admitted tree 


without reference tothe leadin it. Asal 
silver ore contains lead, those who are inter- 
ested in the latter metal have been trying to 
have it pay duty, asa considerable quantity 
has comein from Mexico. The interests in- 
volved on both sides are great, and the strug- 
gie has been going on for some time. A hear- 
ing will be beldin Washington in about ten 
days, and the lead men are hopeful. But it is 
said that the real reason for today’s advance 


of a quarter of a cent a pound in price was 


due to whe peculiar belief that the Standard 
Oil Company had gobbied up the whole Lead 
Trust, and in consequence prices will go still 
higher. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., May 6.—[Special.|—H. H. 
Rogers and Col. W. D. Thompson of New

Col. Thompson 
denied that the Standard Oil Company was 
behina the trust and said: Some of 
the stockholders of the Standard have 
thought the White Lead certilfi- 
cates a good investment, and have 
bought them just as they would any other 
security. Over half the white’ lead com- 
panies of the United States are now in the 
trust, and it has been in existence about a 
year and a half. The formation of the trust 
has reduced the expense of producing white 
lead and killed off considerable competition. 
The Collier Company of this city is one of 
the largest in the United States and has al- 
ways paid heavy dividends. If it joins the 
combination the trust will -have complete 
possession of the market.“

Atchison Leads in Activity—Smart Frac- 
tional Advances all Round. 

New York, May 6.—/Special |—Commis- 
sion brokers reported am increased out- 
side“ interest m today’s market, transac- 
tions were better distributed, and prices 
were on a smart fractional advance all 
round. London hed off, and the improve- 
ment was wholly due to home buying. Atchi- 
son led in point of activity and shows a net 
advance of 116. Boston bought and advanced 
it in the earlier trading and again toward the 
close, when Nervy Evans and other promi- 
nent traders took round lots, while Charles 
Head & Co. were selling. Only a mild ripple of 
interest was created by the announcement 
that President Inman’s resignation wasn’t 
accepted this morning by the Richmond 
Terminal directors and the stock was steady. 
The reduction of $1.50 per ton in pig iron by 
the Thomas Company was accepted as a bull 
point on Southern properties, as the reduc- 
tion is due to their underselling the Pennsyl- 
vauia producers. After Atchison the most act- 
ive stock was Reading,which varied scarcely 
Ie all day and ended a shade higher. The 
course of this stock completely mystifies the 
street. When the general market declines, 
Reading holds stubborniy. On the other 
hand, when all other stocks are buoyant it 
hangs fire and this puts a damper on the 
whoie market, for the room still thinks it is 
held by a mere bob-tailed pool and is liable 
to break wide open at any time.

WHEAT IS ACTIVE AND STRONGER, 


Prices Rose Yesterday Over 1 1-2 Cents 
for the Current Month's Delivery. 

Yesterday’s wheat market was active and 
much stronger. Prices rose over 1 cents 
for the current montb's delivery and about 
N cent for the July future. It was a weather 
market. The bulls came doasyvn-town early, 
flushed with an enthusiastic belief in higher 
prices, based on the hot weatherin town and 
the continued dry spell reported over the 
wheat area. Besides they were anxious for 
revenge upon the false prophets, whose pre- 
dictions af a great storm Sunday had induced 
the bulls te seil out their holdings that day. 
They opened the market with a rust, July 
being % cent above Saturday. If moved up 
directly in response to the torrent of bids, 
but not so fast as the June fut 
ure, which im a few moments was 
more than 2 cents above Saturday, while 
May followed closely in its track. The pace 
was too hot, however, and July fell back, but 
not far. It became steady, and so ruled for a 
long time, Moving over a narrow range, a 
set of conditions traceable to the great num- 
ber of contradictory dispatches which came 
in from the country. The cables indicated 
lower markets in England, but the weight 
of their influence was less than that of tele- 
grains stating that da.nage was being done 
in Dakota by hot, dry winds.

Daniel C. Nicholes. 

Daniel C. Nicholes, born March 17, 1817, in 
Caldwell, Warren County, N. Y., died last 
evening at his residence, No. 2259 Calumet 
avenue, from an attack of paralysis, after a 
lingering iliness of nearly seven years.

GOV. FIFER NEED OFFER NO DEFENSE 


He Sees No Necessity for Correcting the 
Mistakes of His Crittes. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 6.—[{Special.}—The 
malcontents who traduced Logan are assail- 
ing Gov. Fifer and his ageressive Adminis- 
tion. They took umbrage.at his appoint 
ments for Railroad and Warehouse Commis 
sioners, criticised him for suggesting the 
name of ex-Senator Berggren as a gentleman 
capabie of filling the position of Warden of 
the Joliet Penitentiary, and the latest fault 
found with him is that he acquiesced in the 
suppression of that portion of Maj. Mc- 
Claughry’s recent report commending the 
parole system and outlining otner penal re- 
torms indorsed by the prison reform societies. 
To none of these has the Governor deemed 
it necessary to make any defense, and he 
has never had the slightest inclination to do 
so because of his knowledge of the fact that 
the people nold him personally responsible 
for the administration of State affairs forthe 
next four years. He is friendly disposed to- 
wards ex-Warden Garvin, and as for the 
malicious statement that he was in any way 
responsible for the failure of a part of War- 
den McClaughry’s report to appear in print, 
his frends do not caré to say anything fur- 
ther than to remind the envious and super- 
serviceable critics that Gov. Oglesby was in 
office when the report was made. Maj. Mc- 
Claughry’s sentiments on the subject 
of prison reform were well known 
years ago; he had stated them from 
the platform hundreds of times; had 
given them before legislative committees 


two years ago and the newspapers had com- 


mented on them freely. The consequence 
was that when he embodied them in his re- 
port and submitted it to the Penitentiary 
Commissioners the matter was considered 
irrelevant. The statutes distinctly provide 
that only that part of the report relating to 
the penitentiary, the number of prisoners, 
etc., sball published. and the 
Commissioners, according to the state- 
mut of Mr. Jones, Chairman of the 
board, did not see why an exception should 
be made in this instance. They thoere- 
fore cut out Maj. McClaughry’s prison 
reform views and informed Gov. Ogies- 
by to that effect, and his Excellency 
approved of their action. At the same time 
Penitentiary Commissioner Wright made a 
separate report to Gov. Oglesby, who never 
let it see the light of day. From this it will 
be seen that Gov. Fifer had nothing directly 
or indirectly to do with Maj. McUiaugnry’s 
report, and Penitentiary Commissioner 
Jones said this evening: We did nothing 
except what we had the legal right to do. 
Printed all of the report bearing on the 


statute requires, and we have never assumed

REVIVAL OF THE SUGAR SWINDLE. 


William Howard Brought Up for Trial—A 
ö New Indictment Found.

‘William Howard, who is 
said to have been the moving spirit in the 
swindle, was brought to the bar for trial, 
charged with obtaining $6,500 from Mr. Law- 
son N. Fuller, one of the stockholders in the 
company, by frauduleat representations. 
Since March last, when he obtained bail, Mr. 
Howard has been at Ann Arbor, Mich. As- 
sistant District Attorney Davis stated that a 
new indictment had been found against the 
accused and the others indicted with him to 
replace the one under which they are beld at 
present. The new indictment has three 
counts—one charging the accused with de- 
frauding Fuiler, the second with defraudin 
the Electric Sugar Company, ana the thir 
with defrauding Wiiliam H. Cotterill and 
James U. Robertson. Lawyer Howe filed a 
demurrer to the new indictment ic which he 
claimed that Howard was only extradited to 
answer the charges made in the original in- 
dictment, and that he could not be compelled 
to plead to the additional counts in the new 
one.

THE SENATE COMMITTEE’S INVESTI- 
GATION AT NEW YORK CITY. 


Commissioner Fink Examined at Great 
Length Regarding the Grand Trunk 
and Other Canadian Roads with Ameri- 
can Branches—Explaining Differentials 
—Corntinued Deerease in lLast-Bound 
Shipments — Correspondence Between 
Chairman Blanchard and A, C. Bird. 

New YORK, May 6.—The Senate Committee 
which is to investigate the alleged ownership by 

Canadian corporations and capitalists of Ameri- 

Can roads reassembled this morning promptly 

at II o’clock at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. Maps 

of the railroad lines throughout the country lay 
before each of the members of the committee, 
and a map ot therailroads wm the Dominion of 

Canada@ung conspicuousiy on a screen at the 


‘side ofthe room. The Senators present when 


Chairman Cuilom called the committee to order 
were Senators Blair of New Hampshire, Hiscock 
of New York, Harris of Tennessee, Gorman of 
Maryland, and Reagan of Texas, Half a dozen 
interested spectators and reporters helped to fill 
the room. 

The first witness examined was Commissioner 
Albert Fink, the Chairman of the Trunk Line 
Association. which he explained was an associa- 
tion of railroads to arrange joint and competi- 
tive tariffs, to secure uniformity in charges and 
Classification, and to maintain established tariffs, 
To a request by Chairman Cullom, Mr. Fink first 
described the Grand Trunk Railroad and its 


branches as far as he knew. As a trunk line, the ©

e. 


In response to a question about the Canada 
Southern Road. Mr. Fink said that the road in 

uestion was leased dy the Michigan Central 

oad. Mr. Fink acknowledged that the Grand 
Trunk Road had differential rates for its New 
Engiand business, but said that this was not 
looked upon in the light of a discrimination for 
the reason that its road was at least 100 miles 
longer. 

Senator Cullom—Is your organization today 
practically the same as it was before the passage 
of the Inter-State Commerce law? 

Commissioner Fink—In everything except that 
we no longer divide earnings or direct freight. 

Continuing, witness said that the Grand Trunk 
Road was forced toin a measure subsidize the 
steamship company running to Portiand for the 
reason that but one line ran there. If the rates 
were not lower to that point there would be no 
freight sent there. ‘he differential rate of the 
Grand Trunk Road varied from 10 cents on first- 
class to two cents on the lowest class of freight. 

The rates from Chicago to seaboard points, 
Commissioner Fink said, were the same, whether 
the freight stopped there or was exported, The 
Commissioner then gave a short summary of the 
freight taken by the Grand Trunk Road at Buf- 
falo and Niagara, which, he said, was about 20 
per cent of the business to those points. The 
differential rates graded from five cents per 100 
pounds downward. 

At 1:30 o'clock, after an exhaustive explana- 
tion of differential rates by Commissioner Fink 
for the benetit of Senator Blair, the Commission- 
ers took a recess until 2 o’clock. 

After recess Senator Blair inquired where the 
competition between roads could come in when 
a schedule of rates had been previously agreed 
upon. Mr. Fink replied that there was no other 
way to protect themselves from each other. 
Some settied rate must be agreed to. If some of 
the most important roads were allowed to make 
rates it gave all equal shares in the 
profits. Mr. Fink could not account for the re- 
ported steady increase of the freight business of 
the Canadian roads. No one but the Grand 
Trunk management could tell this. Mr. Fink 
could give no reason for the increase unless it 
was that these roads had the advantage of car- 
rying the freight brought from the Hast by sub- 
sidized English steamship lines. 

Senator Blair—Has the Canadian trunk line 
any natural advantages over the American roads 
which would warrant any large increase in its 
business? 

No, sir; I think not.“ 

Then wag do some of the roads need differ- 
ential rates!“ 


“In most cases because they are not first-class 


roads. 

Then if that is the case it would seem to 
show that the railroad interests of this country 
are increasing too fast; and is not the manner 
in which the railroad busjness of this rn is 
conducted an argument in favor of the consolida- 
tion of.all the various roads under one central 
management by the State!“ 

“That is what we are coming to," replied Mr. 
Firk, but for the present I believe that it is 


better for the roads to remain under the present 


management.“ 

Senator Hiscock— Now. Mr. Fink, after two 
years’ prohibition against pooling, please give us 
your views upon its effect and reasons, any; 
why pooting should be legalhzed. 

Pooling.“ replied Mr. Fink, is entirely mis- 
understood by the public. It is practiced by 
railroads and governments in all countries. The 
law regarding the maintenance of rates begins at 
the wrongend. It should first establish a rate 
and then keep it there. It is the object of the 
Inter-State law to make a fed rate 
and maintain it by those 
who break it. In same 
end was arrived at, but instead of punishing of- 
fenders the pool was so arranged that each and 
every road in the pool could 
in the profits and freights. Since the law against 
pooling has been in foree there has not been a 
single punishment for violating it. The reason is 
that there are only five Commissioners to look out 
for it, and 150,000 miles of road to look out for, 
and since the passage of that law there has been 
more scheming, juggling, and trickery to evade 
the law than ever before. Under the system of 
pooling the rates were fairly maintained, and if 
it. is ever legalized they will be again. 

When Commissioner Firk had ended Presi- 
dent John A. King of the Erie took his place. 
He stated that the passage of the Inter-State 
Commerce law and the.abolition of pooling had 
cost the Erie Road about $1,000,000. Under the 
pooling system the Erie received $500,000 a year 
as its share in the profits of the pool. When the 
Inter-State Commerce law was passed this in- 
come ceased, and, although the Erie now had a 
differential rate to the west, it can get none for 
eastward bound freight. 

Mr. — was unabie to explain why the Cana- 
dian Grand Trunk Road was able to get so much 
business unless it was thatit was in the habit 
of giving a rebate. As an instance he cited a 
matter that happened two weeks ago in Chicago 
when the Chicago & Atlantic Road took 39 per 
cent of all the east-bound freight from the Erie, 
Pennsylvania, and New York Central Roads. 

We don't ask any advantage over the Cana- 
dian roads that come into this country,” said 
Mr. King, but we do want them to obey the 
same laws that we do.“ ; 

Commissioner Blair~—Do you know of any good 
that the Inter-State law has done! 

es; it has shown the roads that there is a 
étronger power than they are and has forced the 
—— into practical competition with each 
other.“ 

“Now, Mr. King, you have seen the workings 
of the Inter-State law. Can you give the Com- 
missioners any idea how it can be improved?" 

To this Mr. King replied: The greatest bene- 
fit to American railroads would to put the 


Canadian roads that come into this country on a 


par with our roads, and if they Violate any pro- 
visions of the law let them be punished, but 
make the penalty the same for both American 
and Canadian offenders; that is all we ask. 

“The passage of the Inter-State law caused 
the Erie Road to cut down its expenses about 
$600,000. But it is now making about as much 
money as before the passage of the law.” 

Senator Hiscock—W hat, in your opinion, would 
be the result if Congress was to pass a law for- 
bidding competitive rates for freignt? 

“I think ut would greatly reduce the rates for 
the roads and at the same time in no way benefit 
the public.“

Boston Herald The Inter-State Commerce 
Committee of the United States Senate, of 
which Senator Cullom of Illinois is Chairman, 
began a hearing in New York City yesterday for 
the purpose, as the resolution authorizing the 
inquiry says, of ascertaining and representing to 
the Senate whether any railroad lines located in 
the United States are owned, operated, or con- 
trolled by the Grana Trunk Railway Company, 
the Canadian Pacific, or any other Canadian 
company or corporation, and whether commerce 
originating in the United States is diverted from 
American to Canadian lines, and, if so, to what 
extent and by what means. 

On its face there is nothing to object to in this 
resolution of inquiry. Congress having passed 
tae inter-State Commerce law, and having 
bound the various American railway systems by 
hard and fast lines. it is desirable that it should 
officially inform itself as to the competition 
which the roads so restricted have to meet with 
from railroads beyond our borders that are not 
posse under similar restraints. It is a well 

nown fact that transcontinental rates by the 
Canadian Pacific have been so low as to deflect 


tramͤle from competing American routes. for it is 


absurd to suppose that, other things being equal, 
shipments from Philadelphia to San Francisco 
would be sent forward into Canada, then across 
the continent to Puget Sound, and from thence 
down the coast to their point of destination, in- 
— + following a direct route across the con-

It may be said that this is due to causes entire 
ly apart from Inter-State Commerce law, since 
the American raiJroads are permitted by me In- 
ter-State Commerce Commission to make prac- 
tically what rates they please from ocean to 
ocean, !

East. In Mr. Bird's first letter of April 22 to 

Chairman Blanchard, after stating the nature of 

— proposition made to the St. ul Company, 
© says: 

‘* We have not given this proposition consider 
ation further than to reflect upon our relations 
with the lines that are members of your sssocia- 
tion. Twoor moreof those lines have joined 
hands with the Canadian Pacific and the Sco in- 
terests on traffic tothe Northwest, which hus 
had a serious effect upon our traffic. We con- 
sider that it is as legitimate for us to accept the 
proposition recently made to us as for your lines 
to keep open the routes that are now working 
with the Canadian Pacific and the Soo from Mid- 
dle and Western States Points. 

Before deciding definitely what we shal! do in 
the matter I thought best to submit these facts 
to you for consideration and such action as you 
think expedient.”’ 

To this Mr. Blanchard replied April 24 that 
the matter would be submitted to the Chicago 


‘committee, and in the course of his letter re- 


marked: 

»The proposal to make lower rates for this 
longer line, especially in export traffic, which is 
the cheapest carried to Boston, is to commit 
your company toits use to demoralize rather 
than upb ulld. I do not see any more 
ground for your dissent from our lines keepin 
open their route via the Canadian Pacific an 
the ‘Soo’ lines than there is for your company 
working with the lakes against the roads in this 
association; but it should all be done under well 
understood agreements as to rates and what dif- 
ferentials should prevail, if any. Generally 
speaking, I believe it would injure the interests 
you have in connection with our roads if we 
found you eatering the Chi market to de- 


plete our legitimate traffic and rates via an ille- 


gitimate *Goat's-horn’ route like this. The time 
has gone by, [had hoped, for any such folly. 
There is neither profit nor sense in it.” 

Mr. Bird, in his reply of April 25, takes excep- 
tion to Mr. Blanchard’s interpretation of por- 
tions of his previous letter and says he quite 
agrees with him on the general subject of circui- 
tous routes, but claims that routes already es- 
tablished by the association are more circuitous 
than the one proposed forthe St. Paul. He says: 
There is another important feature of this case, 
involving the principles of 8 The lines 
between Chicago and St. Paul and Minneapolis 
contribute largely to the traffic of your associa- 
tion. They will continue to do so under fair 
treatment. The tonnage they deliver to your 
association in one day 1 exceeds the 
tonnage that will be contributed by the Soo in 
au month. The ‘Soo’ will probably give to their 
connections in the United States such tonnage as 
they may be able to secure against the old estab- 
lished lines which they cannot send east over 
the Canadian Pacific. In other words, they will 
send freight via United States lines that the 
cannot send anywhere else; and yet, very muc 
has been done by Central 
roads to demoralize our business. Do you not 
think there are two sides to this question?” 

Mr. Bird concludes his circular with a table of 
distances showing “the routes already estab- 
lished from Central Traffic Association territory 
by Central Traffic Association lines, against the 
direct lines via Chicago to St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis, by which it will appear that they are 
more circuitous than the route complained of by 
Mr. Blanchard as a ‘ goat’s horn’ route.”

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RUMORS OF TROUBLE IN THE LEAGUE. 
The Brotherhood of Piayers Said to Be 
Dissatisfied— What Spalding Says. 

Scarcely a month has passed since the organi- 
zation of the Brotherhood of Ball-Players that 
rumors of contemplated action as tne result of 
bitter feeling against the league have not been 
circulated. During President Ward's absence 
last winter important legislation, bearing direct- 
ly on existing relations between the league and 
its players, was enacted. Ward received an in- 
timation of what would probably hapven before 
the tourists ieft Australia, and was strongly 
tempted to proceed at once to New York. In- 
deed, he had fully arranged to sail from Ade- 
laide for Brindisi whiie the party was at Ade- 
jaide, Dec. 27. Such action would have left 
Spalding in the lurch, however, and Ward re- 
mained, but, as is well known, left the party at 
London. , 

Since his arrival in New York the brotherhood 
bas metin secret conference on several occa- 
sions. and now rumors of intended demands on 
the clubs, and possible outcomes in case such 
demands are not complied with, are plentiful. 

A Washington dispatch to the Philadelphia 
Sportang L of this week says: 

„Events have so shaped themselves during 
the last month as to make it probable that the 
league will have considerable difficulty with 
players during the coming season. The classifi- 
cation rule passed last winter, instead of allay- 


| ing the discontent, was regarded by the men as a 


move on the part ot the league to break faith 
with them and take advantage of their leader's 
absence. The manner in which the New Yorkclub 
has treated several of its players is another cause 
for dissatisfaction, and since Ward's return sev- 
eral secret conferences bave been held by the 
brotherhood for the purpose of formulating a 
program for action. The action of the Chicago 
club in releasing players at a late day without 
previous warning, after taking them around the 
world, and then making them continue the trip 
in this country in order to make what they couid 
out of it, is severely condemned by the members 
of the brotherhood. If Spalding had released 
them as soon as he landed it would not have been 
thought so much of, but to give them an abso- 
lute release at the end of the tour contributed in 
a great measure to precipitate the present pro- 
ceedings of the brotherhood.” 

“Do you attach 35 importance to these 
rumors? was asked of President Spalding by a 
TRIBUNE reporter yesterday. ‘Is there anything 
in them!“ , 

„1 don’t know.,“ was the reply. This is the 
first I have heard of any contemplated attack 
by the brotherhood. Without Knowing any- 
thing definite as to that organizrtion’s plans, 
however, I should say that a battle with the 
league would be the last thing it would under- 
take. I haveno desire, however,to say any- 
thing officially on the subject. I had nothing to 
do with the legislation of the last winter, and, as 


| you know, was informed of the changes that had

taken place and the new rules that had been 
made only when I reached Italy, 
no sooner than the rest of the 
news. Besides, I am just — to enjoy my 
rest and do not propose to enter a fight with the 
brotherhood or any one least not before 
have had a week or two more of it.“ 
„How about the classification rule? Is there 
a“ such serious dissatisfaction existing toward 
“No. I do not thimk any members of the 
brotherhood possessed of influence enough to 
em broil that organization in a difficuity with the 
league have suffered from it in the least. The 
rule was not directed against them in the first 


place. but against the younger players who were 


drifting into the big clubs, and who after a year’s 
service have begun to demand salaries equal to 
those received by our oldest and most experi- 
enced league players. You do not hear Connor, 
Richardson; O'Rourke, Fogarty. Woods, Burns. 
Pfeffer, Clarkson, Brouthers, Welch, or any of 
the old-timers saying anything against the 
measure. They are all satisfied with their classi- 
fication, and theré“ is absolutely nothing left for 
them to kick about in that direction.” 

‘*You yourself were not favorably impressed 
with the classification rule When you first heard 
ot it in Italy. How do you now regard it?’ 

“I did not at first understand it. Now I think 
it the salvation of at least two or three clubs of 
— par They could not have continued witb- 
out it.” 

How about the intimation that the brother- 
hood will make a demand on the league for 
marked concessions soon after the brotherhood 
meeting May 19, and that it will take prompt and 
important action in case the league opposes such 
demand! 

President Spalding laughed. Well, I think 
that a Blue-beard story.“ said he. Inu truth, the 
same dire rumor nus been circulated before, but 
you see that both the league and the brother- 
hood continue to do business at the old stands. 
However,“ continued Spalding, in a more seri- 
ous tone, “should any real trouble arise between 
the league and its players you may be sure that 
each and every league club which has signed the 
schedule will play out the season in the pennant 

race. 

That means that the league clubs each stand 
ready to have a team in the field for scheduled 
games, brotherhood or no brotherhood?” 

* Exactly.” 

Nou do not fear trouble, then, much less the 
estavlishment of cooperative and opposing 
league teams——"" 

* Nonsense,”’ interrupted Mr. Spalding. That 
is the sheerest nonsense. Indeed, I do not seri- 
ously contemplate trouble of any kind: but, as I 
say, if it comes the league will try to protect its 
interests.“ ; 

Do you think you gave the brotherhood prov- 
ocation in releasing Baldwin, Daly, Pettit, and 
Sullivan at the end of the tour?” 

“In what way could I have done so? Pettit 
and Sullivan were not reserved and they knew 
it. I myself did not knéw that I should release 
Baldwin and Daly until I had reached Chicage. I 
had signed neither Duffy nor Krock, and it was 
not until I was sure of both of them that I let the 
battery go. Baldwin, I see, says that I did not wire 
Nick Young of his release until tive days after I 
had let him go. He is right, but it was at his 

[Baldwm's] request. He objected to being 
thrown on the market, and asked me not to re- 
lease him openly until he had arranged with 
some other club, I therefore deferred notifying 
Young untill had received a telegram from 
Baldwin. Daly Ihave never heard from. That 
is the whole story, save that the men released 
were crecited with twenty days’ pay in April— 
something they nad no right to expect, as they 
bad agreed with me Australia to stay with the 
combination until it reached Chicago.”’ 


ANSON YEARNING FORK BASTIAN. 


‘He Condemns the Classification System 
and Bewails the Games Lost. 

CLEVELAND, O., May 6.—([Special.]—Anson 

does not like the operation ot the classificauon 


system. Bastian is badly wanted by the Chicago 


club, which would willingly make a contract 
with him ana agree to pay him a liberal salary, 
but he is a Class B man and his salary is limited 
to $2,250, for which he will not play. and under 
the rules geverning the system the Chicago club 
is prevented from making any offer of an ad- 
vance to him. 

Anson said tonight: Some faker has qubted 
me as saying I was in favor of the classification 
system. I'm nothing of the kind. I'm opposed 
to it, because I think it’s wrong andl know it is 
working au injury tothe Chicago elub. I want 
Bastian to strengthen my infield and can't get 
him on account of a paltry #00 or $300, and the 
club is losing games which it can't afford 
to lose. Because we haven't got WII 
jamson and can't get Bastian thousands of 
‘dollars will de kept out of the Chicago 
club’s treasury. Nobody can tell me that the 
absence of Bastian or Williamson won't make 
thousands of dollars of difference to the Chica- 
go club, for I know it will. I have to bring a 
man in from the outfield to play in the infield, 
and in doing that. while I still leave my infield 
weak, I have to weaken my outfield.

Lake Grain Freichts Off a Notch. 

Afteralong and hard fight to maintain lake 
freights vesselmen succumbed yesterday and 
rates dropped off a fourth cent, or to the basis of 
two cents on corn to Buffalo. The prospect for 
the future does not give much hope that the drop 
will have much effect in increasing business. 
Rates are not so much the question now as the 
supply of corn. With but 300 or 400 cars a day 
coming in there is certain to be constantly more 
vessel room on the market than shippers can 
take, and a downward tendency of lake freights 
is now more certain to result than any hope of 
recovering lost ground has chance of realization. 
Shippers have no idea that the receipts of corn 
will be increased until after the rush of spring 
work on the farms is over, and are preparing to 
take it easy for a time. 

While ore freights hold out wonderfully well 
there isa limit to the vessel room required at 
this juncture in that trade, and it is said that 
limit has already been reached and the boats 
now crowded on the grain freight market here 
were unabie to get loads of ore back. 

The through lake and rail lines gave no notice 
yesterday of any reduction in their tariffs, al- 
though the through rates on corn to Baltimore 
dropped to7 cents and to Philadelphia to 7 
cents by the lines ignoring the Inter-State Com- 
merce law. The Union, Western Transit, and 
Vermont Central will probavly make no reduc- 
tion to New England points unless the market 
drops another peg. Late charters were the John 
Rugee, for Buffalo or Ogdensburg, shippers’ op- 
tion, and the Roanoke, to Georgian Bay. 


The Dean Richmond on Grey’s Reef. 

The prop Dean Richmond, bound from Chicago 
to Port Huron with a cargo of oats, ran on Grey's 
Reef, at the entrance of tne Straits of Mackinaw, 
atilo’cloce Sunday night.

ANOTHER MUGWUMP JEREMIAD: 
The regular annual meeting of the Civil 
Service Reform Association has just been 
held, and as usual Mr. George William Curtis 
was its spokesman. It was not a hopeful or 
hilarious occasion. The meetings of the C. 
S. R. A. seldom are; They have been some- 
what dull and oppressive from the start, but 
this one seems to have excelled all its pred- 
ecessors in whine and lamentation. Mr. 
Curtis’ address shared the prevailing gloom. 
It was a lugubrious confession of defeat and 
a notice to the brethren that civil service 
reform is progressing crab fashion. In his 
summing up Mr. Curtis said: 

If the President regards himself as a trustee of 
his party, he is a trustee of a party which 
adopted civil service reform as its policy and de- 
clared that its spirit and purpose should be ob- 
served in all Executive appointments. Yet not 
in one conspicuous instance, so far as 1 know, 
has the President observed that spirit and pur- 
pose or ordered them to be observed. I do not 
mean, of course, that he hus appointed no honest, 
and capable officers, but that be bas not re- 
spected the principle that such officers in places 
which are not political should not be removed 
for political reasons; nordo I know a single 
member of the Cabinet, a single Senator or 
Representative in Congress, or, with few 
honorable exceptions, like Theodore Roose- 
velt of New York, a single recognized 
local leader of the dominant party who. 
has publicly insisted that the declared policy of 
the party on this subject shall be respected, The 
Administration Senators and Representatives 
who lingered in Washington after the adjourn- 
ment of Congress did not remain to take care 
that the party policy of reform should be en- 
forced, but, as office brokers and peddlers of 

atronage, to secure places for political workers, 
to procure party advantages, and to foster per- 
sonal ambitions. They were not engaged in pro- 
moting the public service where politics is im- 

rtinent, but in tightening and strengtheumg 
— patronage a party machine. Meauwhile the 
party clubs, leagues, and committees all over 
the Union have shown by their conduct the con- 
fident expectation that no regard would be paid 
— the Administration to the platform promises 
pledges under which in the campaign the 
— ary of ee nt citizens friendly to reform 
was solicited, ith few honorable excep- 
tions the’ press of the party has either demanded 
the usual political proscription in the civil serv- 
ice or it has acquiesced in the practical contempt 
of the declared party policy, or it has truculentiy 
defended the plainest negiect of principle as real 
reform. The chief party organ in tne country 
frankly defended the overthrow of reform in the 
New York Post-Office by the assertion that it 
4s certain that party organization cannot be 
maintained by i — arty leaders,“ which is 
the old and fun plea for the spoils sys- 
tem. 

It must be confessed this is a mournful con- 
dition of things and a pretty how-do-you-do, 
but it would be interesting to know why Mr. 
Curtis has reserved this sorrowlul bleat for 
four years and all of a sudden sent it forth 
with such robust clamor, hoping to catch the 
public var and arouse a feeling of commiser- 
ation. For four years Mr. Cleveland did his 
best to demoralize the civil service system 
even to the extent of demoralizing and almost 
destroying many branches of the public 
service at home and of impairing the useful- 
ness and reputation of our diplomatic service 
abroad. Republicans were tumbled out of 
office by wholesale upon no other pretexts 
than those of apolitical nature. For these 
violations of the letter and spirit of civil 
service reform Mr. Curtis promptly apglo- 
gized upon the ground that it was necessary 
at least to have the service half Democratic, 
otherwise it could not be expected to retain 
its equilibrium. The Republicans had been 
in power for a quarter of a century and of 
course occupied nearly all the Federal offices. 
It would be impossible, said Mr. Curtis, for 
Cleveland to run his Administration 
when loaded down with Republicans. To 
make it stable and enable it to keep 
its balance at least 50 per cent of the office- 
holders should be Democrats. The decapita- 
tion process began with Mr. Curtis’ ap- 
proval. The Republican half went out with 
a rush, without the assignment of cause 
other than that thev were Republicans. Mr. 
Curtis found no fault with this style of re- 
form.” But the work of removal did not 
stop there. It went steadily on. Before the 
close of the second year three-fourths of the 
Republicans had disappeared. We heard not 
a word from Mr. Curtis about the equilib- 
rium, not a word about political proscription 
or contempt for the civil service regulations. 
By the time Mr. Cleveland’s term had ex- 
pired nine-tenths of the Republicans were 
out. The remaining tenth were protected in 
their places under the Pendleton act. Still 
nota word of robust rebuke of Cleveland 
and the Democrats from Mr. Curtis. Noth- 
ing was heard except in the way of labored 
apology. Had Cleveland been reélected (and 


Mr. Curtis supported him) there would not 


have been a Republican left in office 
one year thereafter. The few routine 
clerks protected by the civil service 
reguiations ; would have been weeded 
out on various pretexts, the service would 
have been solidity spoils Democratic, and 
Mr. Curtis would not have uttered his recent 
. lament. 

During all these four yéars of Clevelandism 
Mr, Curtis was deaf and dumb and blind to 
what was going on around him. So far as 
protest is concerned, he was about as vigor- 
ous and eloquent as a clam at high tide. His 
hatred of Mr. Blaine was so bitter that it 
shut hiseves to all the spoils Democracy 
was doing-—that same spoils Democracy 
whose hunger and thirst for patronage and 
plunder he had so mercilessly derided in the 
Chicago Convention. His hatred for Mr. 
Blaine went even further than this, for it car- 
ried him clear over into tne ranksof the anti- 
civil service reform Democracy: He could see 
no fault in anything done by Mr. Cleveland, 
although the civil service system wag rent

MR CRAFTS AND HIS BELL L PUNCH. 

Representative Crafts is doubtiess getting 
ready to abandon bis factious opposition to 
bilis allowing city councils to fix the 
maximum prices of telephone and gas com- 
panies. The reason for thinking so is that 
he talks of going back to the House two 
years hence. 
there would be no chance for him to do that 
if he persisted in flying in the face of the 
wishes of the people of this city, of which 
Cicero will doubtless be a part by that time. 
His hard heart must have been softened and 
he must be preparing to ficp. 

It seems that he wants to go back to the 
Legislature to introduce a bill which it is too 
late to do anything with this session. It is 
for the divorcement of State and municipal 
He thinks it practicable for the 
State to get all the money it needs—even 
eight or ten million dollars—by taxing the 
sellers and consumers of intoxicating liq- 
uor. Thisis his plan, which is entertaining 
but not feasible: 


He would have the State authorities issue tick- 
ets to the several County Clerks. These tickets 
he would require every liquor dealer to purchase 
at the rate of $30 a thousand, or three cents 
apiece. 
keeper to procure an automatic machine which 
swould furnish each customer paying 15 cents for 
a drink with one of the tickets. If it was a five- 
cent drink he would have a grade of ticket pro- 
vided by the State and supplied to the dealers at 
the rate of $10 or $15 athousand. Having bought 
u löi-cent drink and received a ticket from the 
automatic machine. Mr. Crafts would so arrange 
it that the holder of the ticket could go to the 
County Clerk, if he so desired, and receive from 
that official on presentauion of the ticket a cent 
and ahalf. Thus from every 15-cent drink sold 
the State would derive a revenue of acent and a 
haif. The drinking man with ten tickets could

This scheme, or one — like it, has been 
faithfully tried and proved an utter failure. 
Not long after the war the State of Virginia 
Was in great want of money. It could not 
raise enough by taxesto meet the running 
expenses of the State Government. While 
in these straits the Legislature lent a willing 
ear to the scheme of a man named Mof- 
fett, the Crufts of the period, which was to 
put a register— a bell punch—1in every saloon. 
Whenever a man took a drink he was to ring 
the bell and one drink was registered. At 
the end of the month each punch was to be 
examined by a State officer, and for every 
glass of whisky it indicated so much money 
was to be paid over. Provision was also 
to be made for keeping an account of the 
number of barrels of Bourbou and other 


liquors that each saloonkeeper oought, in or- 


der that there might be a kind of rough 
check on his sales report. Policemen and de- 
tectives were also employed as spotters, 

The State went into this business with 
high hopes, as high as those with which it 
began the war againstthe Union. It had 
thousands of punches made, and they were 
putin place. For a little time everything 
went smoothly in Richmond and a few other 
places. People liked to hear the bell ring, 
and the registering was done pretty faith- 
fully. Then it began to dawn on the minds 
of those most concerned that every time the 
barkeeper punched with care for his liquid 
passenjaire’’ he was recording a tax against 
himself. So little by little the tintinnabu- 
lation of the bells” ; ceased. to be heard in 
Virginia. It disappeared quickly in Rich- 
mond, Petersburg, Lynchburg, Fredericks- 
burg, Alexandria, Portsmouth, Norfolk, and 
the other cities where the most drinking 
was done, and was not longin ceasing among 
the more honest country folks. After a 
short time the bell punch did not register 
enough to pay the wages of the spies and 
police sent around to make the collections. 
Men had not become temperate. They had 
simply stopped registering. So long ago the 
State gave up the business as a bad job. 

Mr. Crafts has doubtless some faint recol- 
lection of the introduction of this system, 
but has not read tar enough down in history 
to find how disastrously itended. It would 
fail here as it did in Virginia. When it comes 
to shirking the payment of taxes men are no 
more moral at the West than at the East, 
and the saloonkeeper of Chicago would be as 
neglectful of his part of the business as was 
his Richmond brother. If Mr. Crafts is 
really anxious to get more money out of 
whisky, and there is no doubt tne traffic will 
bear it, he should put in and push a bill rais- 
ing the minimum fee in this State to $1,000 a 
year. That wouid fetch forth the revenue as 
the blow from Moses’ rod did the water from 
the rock. But his automatic machine would 
never work. It would not have been in use 
a week before men would be around the 
saloons having tor sale a sure way of -** beat- 
ing the game.”’ . 


WASHINGTON AND LEE AS “REBELS.” 

As a condensed summary of monstruus 
political perversions it would be difficult to 
produce anything to rival the following from 
the Richmond (Va.) Times: 


Gen. Washington was arebel. So was Gen. Lee 
—— to the accepted histo But the dif- 
ference is that Washington held a commission 
from his King and Gen. Lee held his from the 
popular sovereignty of a representative Govern- 
ment. It is all very well to say that we are better 
off for the result of the war, but this is the day of 
record, and let us record this, that the Southern 


Confederacy was the assertion of a constitution- 


al right of the States which the whole country 
maintains today. The only thing of difference is 
that the Northern States held the Union su- 
preme, while the Southern States held that the 
committees of the States were supreme. 


It passes comprehension how a rational 
person can attempt to draw _a parallel be- 
tween Washington and Lee or compare the 
revolution for colonial independence with 
the slaveholders’ rebellion to destroy the 
Union. If the right of rebellion was ever ex- 
ercised for good and sufficient cause it was so 
in the case of the patriots of the American 
Revolution. They were refused representa- 
tion in the British Government and denied 
any other status than that of the helpless vic- 
tims of irresponsible tyranny. They had no 
representation in the Lords, Commons, or 
Cabinet. They could get no redress of 
grievances through petition or other peaceful 
means. They had to choose between armed 
resistance or a surrender of the rights and 
privileges which men who vulue liberty can 
never willingly forego. With the slavehold- 
ers who rebelled in 1860 the case was precise- 
ly the opposite. Noneof their rights had been 
encroached upon. They had representation 
—excessive representation—in Congress and 
control of the Senate and the Supreme Court 
March 4, 1861, when Lincoln was inaugurated. 


No law opposed to their interests could be 


passed or enforced. None -was proposed. 
The Republican party had pledged itself 
against interference with slavery in the 
South or domestic affairs of the Southern 
States, and the sole struggle against slavery 
was made merely to prevent its extension 
into the free Territories. In this situation 
the slaveholders rushed into rebellion against 
the will of a majority of the people of those 
States themselves. The blacks were not 
consulted and there was certainly no reason

thirds of all Southern whites, had no interest 
in forcing slavery into Kansas or Nebraska, 
as they owned no slaves. The rebellion 
was the work of a comparatively limited 
claes of. slaveholders and was without the 
slightest justification or excuse. The slave- 


holders’ rebellion was unjustifiable, wicked, 


and criminal in just about the reverse de- 
gree that tne Revolution was laudable and 
praiseworthy. The Revolution was one of 
the grandest struggles men ever undertook 
in the name of liberty, and the slavehoiders’ 
rebellion one of the most infamous ever in- 
spired by usurpation, greed, and tyranny 
and fought on behalf of slavery. 

This Richmond paper shamefully attempts 
to put Washington and Robert E. Lee on the 
same footing as Rebels. Washington did not 
“hold a commission from his King.“ but was 
a plain Virginia farmer at the time of the 
Declaration of Independence. His rights as 
a citizen and a free man were endangered 
by the autocratic pretensions of King George 
and the Tories to ride roughshod over the 
colonists, ana if ever rebellion was justifiable 
it was so with Washington and his associates. 


Lee, on the contrary, had been educated by 


the Federal Government and had taken an 
oath to support the Federal Constitution, 
and was an officer in the regular army at 
the time he threw up his commission, bolted 
to the Rebel slaveholders, and drew his 
sword against his country and its Constitu- 
tion. He broke his oath and turned to rend 
the Government which had fostered, edu- 
cated, and protected him in youth and 
honored him in manhood. Not a right of life, 
liberty, or property that Lee had was in 
danger. No wrong had been done him or 
his or was threatened against him, his State, 
or any Southern State. The rebellion in 
which he took part was wantonly wicked 
and criminally treasonable, and the fact 
that he was a man of fine ability and high 
personal character only made his offense the 
more heinous.

‘FINISH UP THE DRAINAGE b BILL 

The Chicago Drainage bill is a special 
order in the Senate for tomorrow on sec 
ond reading. There is no reasou why the 
amendments prepared in committee should 
not then be concurred in and the bill ordered 
to a third reading. Tue session is drawing to 
a close. Less than three weeks remain, and 
the measure has yet to go back to the House, 
where it has some malignant enemies, for 
concurrence in the changes which the Sen- 
ate may make. 

Hence the need for action on the part of 
the last-named body. There is no occasion 
for it to spend much time in talk. There is 
nothing in the amendments to provoke it. 
They are all unexceptionable save tne one 
which was suggested in reference to amend- 
ing the title of the bill so that it should 
specify the removal of the two dams in the 
Illinois River as one of the subjects. That 
would make a double title. It would be run- 
ning in the face of a plain provision of the 
Constitution which says that there shali be 
but one subject in a bill, and that shall be ex- 
pressed in the title. If there are two in the 
body of the bill alone the court strikes out 
as surplusage the one not mentioned in the 
title. But if two are mentioned in the title 
then the court, not knowing which one of 
them the Legislature meant should become a 
law, declares the whole bill unconstitutional. 
So beware of any meddling with the title. It 
will be ample if it speaks merely of the or- 
gauization of drainage districts. If the pro- 
vision in the body of the bill about the re- 
moval of the dams is pronounced uncoustitu- 
tional it will be stricken out and the subject 
covered by another bill. If it de decided to 
be germane mention of it in the title would 
be surplusage. 

Nor need time be spent on that 8 
which provides for proportional representa- 
tion—that each party shall at the most have 
but five of the nine trustees, The amead- 
ment which has been submitted permits each 
voter to cast one vote apiece for each of the 
nine menor one and four-fifths for each of 
five. The object can be attained that way or 
by allowing each voter to put but five names 
on his ballot. There is nothing unconstitu- 
tional in either of these. It is in the power 
of the Legislature to fix the way in which a 
man should vote provided that all are put on 
an equality. Besides. that it is the people of 
the drainage district and not the General 
Assembly which will decide how the trustees 
areto be chosen. If they ratify this bill 
which the Legislature has drafted for them 
they will have given their assent to the man- 
ner of choice of trustees that it indicates. 
The constitutionality of such legislation has 
been too often decided in the aflirmative to 
need argument. 

As to the general principles of the bill, it is 
useless to spend time discussing them. That 
would be thrashing old straw. The “ consti- 
tutional objections”? or the Rock Island at- 
torney in Morris have been so thoroughly ex- 
ploded that an enemy of the bill who should 
seek to revamp them would but make him- 
self ridiculous. The courts have decided that 
it is within the power of the Legislature to 
create for special purposes a new municipal 
corporation, though under no condition of 
things can it give a special charter to a pri- 
vate corporation. The Supreme Court has 
said again and again that the authoritr of 
the Legislature to pass special laws on cer- 
tain subjects of public concern, when it is 
satisfied that a general lawcannot be made 
to apply, is something which cannot be con- 
trolled or reviewed by the judiciary. It is 
the exercise of rightful power by a codrdi- 
nate branch of the Government, and no other 
branch can impeach it. 

The only argument which can be made 
against the bill then is that it is unnecessary 
or that it wrongs the people of some part of 
the State. Thatitis needful cannot be dis- 
puted. The sewage problem must be solved 
for all coming time. The census of 1890 will 
show Cook County to have nearly half the 
population of the State. There is no way in 
which this vast aggregation of people can be 
freed from the growing dangers of disease 
and pestilence except by tne adoption of the 
plan outlined in the Drainage bill. Other 
methods have been suggested, but while 
sometimes ingenious they are always im- 
practicable, 

It has also been shown that the residents 
of the IIlinois Valley will be greatly bene- 
fited,and not harmed in the least by the pro- 
posed legislation. It will rid them of the 
annoyances they have suffered from the pres- 
ent scanty dilution of Chicago sewage and 
will give the river in which they take so 
much interest a steady flow of 300,000 cubic 
feet a minute, which will at least treble the 
present flow during low water seasons and 
keep the stream from turning into a succes- 
sion of pools and marshes. The plan, then, 
is twice blessed; it blesses those who give 
and those who receive.“ 

Perhaps other amendments may be offered 
tomorrow besides those drafted by the com- 
mittee. The only one likely to have merit 
will be to reduce gradually the number of 
trustees from nine, which is a large number, 
to seven or five. Itis possible that after the 
ratification of the bill by the people, and the 
commencement of work under it, improve- 
ments to the measure not now thought of 
may suggest themselves. If so they can be 
embodied in supplemental bilis, which if the 
changes are vital will have to be submitted 
to the voters of the drainage district, but 
which if not so need only the approval of 
the Legisiature. The present duty of that 
body, bowever, is to pass the bill, so that the 
limits of the drainage district it contemplates 


it.—Zhe Czar.

NEW YORK’S GOLDEN OPPORTUNITY. 

New York is now engaged in figuring up 
the costs of the recent centennial celebra- 
tion, The details of receipts and expend- 
itures are not all ia, but a general estimate 


has been made which figures the expense at 


$300,000, divided upas follows: Naval, mili- 
tary, and civic parades, $140,000; ball and 
banquet, $100,000; receptions, $10,000; fire- 
works, $15,000; and the entertainment for 
visiting militia and incidentals, $35,000. The 
other side of the ledger shows State end city 
appropriations of $130,000; private subscrip- 
tions, $43,000; tickets to ball, etc., $56,500; 
banquet tickets, $7,500; reviewing stand 
tickets, $30,000; total, $267,000. On the face 
of these accounts the deficiency to be made 


up is about $33,000, though this will be some- ; 


what increased when the caterers bring in 
their bills for crockery and glassware 
smashed by the 400 at the ball in the midst 
of their drunken carnival. 

For its $300,000 of expenses it is estimated 
that New York took in $10,000,000, spent by 
strangers during the three days. This 
amount also will be slightly increased by a 
discrepancy in the seat-renting operations. 
The New York Herald says these seats were 
all sold, and at the price per seat the total 
should be $90,000 instead of $30,000, from 
which it would appear some one person or 
persons got away with $60,000 of clean cash. 
The people who made the @gntracts with 
caterers for feeding the militia are now com- 
plaining that the rations were simply vile 
and that the visiting regiments had to live 
upon tainted meat, bad coffee, and uneatable 
bread. This would increase the popular 
profits still further. Perhaps $11,000,000 
would represent what was really paid out by 
the strangers.

The people of New York, therefore, can 
amply afford to heip out the committee in 
meeting its small deficiency and will have 
over seven and a half millions of profit left 
them. What will they do with it? What 
should they do with it if not to apply some of 
it to the erection of their monuments? Now 
is their golden opportunity. They have been

It may be a long 
time before the outside people will bring so 
much money there again.

lated district should have been under one city 
government longago. Even with the additions 
proposed Chicago will be about as compact a 
municipality as any in the country. There is no 


denying the great Lake City’s enormous and con-

‘THE DEPARTMENT OF FINE ARTS, 

The total number of entries in the fine arts 
department is 3,500. This department will 
not be formally opened for several weeks. 
The key to the chief impression it will make 
may be found in the dictum of a well-known 
critic that the naked foot of a man or 
woman, even though it be the foot of a beg- 
gar,is more beautiful than any shoe which 
may be made to cover it.“ That Michael 
Angelo held the same doctrine is not to be 
denied, but it will have to be admitted that 
his application of the canon differed some- 
what from that of the prevalent propaganda 
in France. 

An episode commingling the pathetic with 
the droil occurred in the conduct of the jury 
of American artists residing in Paris sitting 
upon works of art offered .by Americans. 
The versatile and erratic Whistler, who sent 
a letter expressing his second-class thanks 
‘toa Munich jury for a second-class medal, 
decided to renationalize himself. His long 
voluntary exile in Europe and his official, if 
brief, career as the head of a society of 
British artists awakened in the breasts 
of Americans some resentment. The sub- 
mission of his exposition pictures to the 
American jury was asurprising act of pa- 
triotism which did not, however, encounter 
reciprocal appreciation, and a number of his 
pictures were rejected. In his wrath he 
withdrew them all and submitted them with 


-acclamation and acceptance to the Britisn 


jury, where he is now classined. 

The Kossuth of American art he sought to 
revolutionize and emancipate the artof his 
own land. He failed and wert into exile, 
and because he staid away too long his de- 
nationalization is decreed when he has sought 
to return. The conductof the American jury 
was not devoid of petulance, for it is certain 
that Whistier will be eagerly claimed after 
his death as an American artist of unques- 
tionable renown. 

The venerable sculptor Story, for some dif- 
ferent reason, also fared ill at the hands of 
the young Yankees who cultivate the muse 
upon little suppers in Parisian byways. In 


his case kindly intervention reversed a de- 


cision which was alike unwarranted and un- 
gracious. 
THE EXPOSITION BUT A PRETEXT. 

It is always diverting to look ata great 
event through the eves of those for whom it 
has local and special significance. One of 
the leading writes has the candor to say 
that the exposition is a -pretext and 
that Paris is the real object of 
the pilgrims who will gather from 
every quarter of the globe, from April to Oc- 
tober, to this Mecca of the devotees of pleas- 
ure. Anotner gravely writes that the Tower 
of Babel represented the discord of the 
world and the Eiffel tower its harmony. A 
third pronounces the isolation of France by 
the monarchies of Europe her apotheosis. A 
fourth confirms this by recalling that 
a single glass cage, how the 
Salon. building, large enough 
for the. exposition of 55; t 
the contracted limits of the Champs de Mars 
were sufficient for the second; that for the 
third it was necessary to annex the Troca- 
dero; while the fourth, overflowing its 
boundaries, erects the Eiffel tower to point 
the way to the infinite. 

One of the epigrams, more telling in French 
than in English,is: I think Mont Blanc 
humped its shoulders whenit beheld the 
Eiffel tower.“

THE VALUE OF TOIL INCREASED. 

It is pointed out also that with each of 
these epochs the value of toil has been in- 
creased. What was worth a dollar in 1855 
was worth $2 in 1883; what was worth 82 in 
1867 was worth $4 in 1878, anc $4 worth of la- 
bor in 1878 brought $8 in 1889. This march 
of wages and profits is not indeei confined 
to France, but is a universal fact, which 
should have added to its statement to com- 
plete its significance, that, with exceptional 
intervals of depression due to various causes, 
the mncrease of wages, production, and con- 
sumption has been concurrent with dimin- 
ished hours of daily toil and increased beau- 
ty and durability in products. * 

One of the most interesting features of the 
exposition which will.require elucidation 
hereafter is the exhibit made by profit-shar- 
ing organizations. France will yet place a 
statue of Leclaire, the son of the village 
shoemaker and father of the profit-sharing 
industry, among those of her heroes. Upon 
the foundations he laid are being erected 
muny enduring temples in which the problem 
of labor and capital is bein : 
safely solved, and under whose protecting 
roofs the workman is acquiring habits of 
frugality, temperance, culture, thrift, and 
content. 

THI GREAT EIFFEL TOWER. 

The Eiffel tower has been-smiied at as the 
great folly of the exposition, but the giant 
manikin of iron threads possesses a value 
apart from its osjeutatiousness. To the eye 
not infatuated with problems of the osciila- 
tion of iron and the power of wind it is not 
an entrancing vision. In the daytime it is 
like a great spider reduced to geometry, its 
legs pinioned at intervals and its anatomy 
drawn bya torture machine into diverg- 
* reat distance for the 
seaffold of an electric light, but 
on a closer approach it is seen to be a daring 
monumental achievement. From its highest 
balcony tnere is visible a beautiful panorama 
of seventy miles of hills, rivers, lakes, 
towns, and hamlets, which no painter can 
place on canvus, no poet transcribe in verse. 
The summit, at a total:hignt of nearly 1,000 
feet, or nearly double that of the Washing- 
ton monument and nearly 600 feet higher 
than St. Peter's in Rome, Will be utitized for 
scientific purposes, the public being per- 
mitted to ascend only about two-thirds 
of the way in elevators, which can 
provide transportation for 26,000 persons 
daily. The prices vary according to the 
hight chosen. There are stairways for 
those who prefer the older mode of ascen- 
sion, and restaurants and safoons will enable 
ensure parties to spend days in the’ air. 
‘ne observatory will be employed for ex- 
periments touching spectroscopic and telluric 
raysfor vegetable chemistry, meteorology, 
atmospheric electricity, and optical teleg- 
raphy. It is hoped that the lights of the sun

WHAT GERMANY DEMANDS. 


The Terms on Which She Is Willing to 
Settle the Samoan Trouble. 
BPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE 
[Copyright, 1889, by James Gordon Bennett. | 
BERLIN, May 6—From a source which, 
though excellent, I am not at liberty to quote, 
Iam enabled to present: to you an approx- 
imate estimate of the terms that would sat- 
isfy Germany in the solution of the Samoan 
difficulty. It cannot be denied, nor is it de- 
nied by Americans who have been in the 
island, that tbe Germans have invested more 


Amerlea taken together. What the German 
Government therefore claims is, in the first 
place, satisfaction for the killing of the Ger- 
man officers and sailors in the action with 
Mataafa’s men Dec. 17 last; and secondly, 
compensation for losses sustained by Ger- 
man investors and owners of plantations. If, 
therefore, the United States will purchase the 
plantations owned by the German company, 
or the Samoans themselves will purchase 
the plantations, payment being guaranteed 
by the United States, Germany will not make 
the siightest objection to the installation of 
Malietoa or some one of the minor chiefs not 
hitherto named, Tamasese having no follow- 
ing and Maatafa being utterly out of the 
question from the German standpoint. They 
will also probably urge the punishment of 
Mataafa, say by imprisonment for a time on 
board a Gei man man of war or on an islana 
under the German flag. They may waive 
this condition on consideration of a round 
sum paid the widows and orphans 
or nearest relations of the Germans 
slain in the island. The third con- 
dition, equally acceptable to each of the 
three Powers, is that the three collectively 
guarantee the neutrality of Samoa In 
other words, Germany wishes to save her 
stake in the islands, and it would, perhaps, 
be the wisest policy on the part of the 
United States to accept this; which is, after 
all, the simplest solution of the difficulty, 
and by a well-timed concession to Germany’s 
tender sense of honor and solicitude for the 
welfare of her colonists we may make a 
friend of her forever. 

Well-informed Germans assure me that 
Count Herbert Bismarck had not the slight- 
est intention of impressing the English- 
speaking members of tne conference with 
a sense of the greatness of Germany at the 
expense of their own feelings when he 
made that famous speech in French at 
the beginning of the conference. He was 
obliged, though he-.speaks English like an 
Englishman, to uphoid his right to use 
French as the language of diplomatic inter- 
course. If he had opened the conference in 
English the Spaniards, Italians, Portuguese, 
or Russians might have pointed to tne prece- 


their own language, with which he might not 
be equally familiar, iu future conferences. 
Nor is it true that two American members of 
the conference were entirely ignorant et that 
language. Phelps spoke that language in 
diplomatic intercourse at the Austrian court, 
and Bates himself assured me that he under- 
stood almost every word the Count uttered 
on that memorable occasion. At the pres- 
entation of the colors last Thursday morn- 
ing to the First Regiment of Foot Guards 
Kasson, Phelps. and Bates were in evening 
dress, and I understood that the Kaiser was 
graciously pleased to express his regret at 
the iron rule that insists on that costume on 
such occasions as @ substitute for the full 
uniform. Amid that large crowd of imperial 
guests, attired one and all in uniforms of 
every hue of the rainbow, the American rep- 
resentatives attracted general notice by the 
republican simplicity of their attire. It is 
safe to say that if ever three American aip- 
lomatists regretted the absence ofa diplo- 
matic uniform in the American service these 
three gentiemen did. Ine two young naval 
officers, Buckingham and Parker, were in 
full uniform, cocked hats and all, and a cou- 
ple of handsomer young fellows could scarce- 
ly have been picked out todo Uncle Sam's 
service credit.

ANTI-PROHIBITIONISTS AT WORK. 


A Report That $200,000 Is to Be Spent to 
Defeat Prohibition in Pennsylvania. 
New York, May 6.—[Special.]}—A Herald 
dispatch from Philadelphia says the report 
published today that Senator Quay was to re- 
ceive $200,000 to be.used as a politicai fund to 
defeat the prohibition amendment in Penn- 
syivania created a big sensation in this 
city, both among the liquor men and tne 
Prohibitionists. The leading brewers and 
distillers say that the story is untrue, but in 
the same breath add that in a struggle in- 
volving such large interests as are repre- 
sented by the brewers of this State it is 
necessary that considerable money shall be 


spent, in the legitimate expenses of the elec- 


tion, in literature, speakers, and in the work 
of presenting to the public facts and statis- 
tics bearing upon the anti-prohibition side 
of the question. The Philadeiphia brewers 
admit that they have formed a campaign 
organization and are going surely but quietly 
about their work. Senator Quay, they allege, 
has nothing whatever to do with the move- 
ment, either tor or against it.

COLLIER THINES BE HAS A FIRST 


MORTGAGE ON THE CITY-BALL.} 


He Sasses the Mayor, Harangues the Crowd, 
Tries to Bulldoze Amberg, and Ketires 
Howling Dire Threats — The County 
Board Considers the Insane Asylum 
Abuses—Discussing the Authenticity of 
the Bible—Other Local Happenings. 


Frank H. Collier and Mayor Cregier had a pas- 
sage at arms yesterday morning in the Mayor's 
office which attracted considerable attention. 
Mr. Collier, pushing aside several other persons 
waiting to see the Mayor, presented himself 


without much ceremony. The Mayor invited Mr. 


Collier to take a seat. I will not,“ said Frank. 
„My time is too precious. There are a number 
of friends waiting for me.“ 

“So there are for those other gentlemen 
around here.“ 

„Well. I'll make it short. I called to see you 
about my friend Billy Lane. What are you 
gomy to do for him!“ 

„He can have the place of second clerk in the 
Controller's office—worth $1,600 per annum.” 

He will not take any such picayune position. 
Thatis not what you promised me last Monday 
night at the Council meeting. You then prom- 
ised me a first-class position.” 

I promised you nothing.” 

“You did!” said Collier, getting furious. 
“You know you did, and now you are trying to 
sneak out of it.” 

The Mayor repeated with emphasis that he 
mude no promise to Collier or to any one else. 
O,“ Collier rejoined, you cannot bohoo me 
in that way. I tell you that you have violated 
your promise to me, There is no use in your 
denying it.“ 

Collier then turned to the crowd, and, address- 
ing them, accused the Mayor of bad faith to him 
and ingratitude. He made quite a scene of it. 

Later Collier called on Clerk Amberg. He 
wanted a friend of his placed on Mr. Amberg’s 
pay-roli. Mr. Amberg declined to accede to 
the demand. Collier asserted that it 
was he who elected Amberg. His anti- 
machine ticket did it, he claimed. Mr. 
Amberg pointed out that anti-machine tickets 
with Branstield’s name had been printed. Frank 
denied this. Amberg offered to produce the tick- 
et. Collier told him to go to Hades. and then went 
on: Tl remember this in two years. sir, and you'll 
sweat blood if it costs me $5.000. You have said 
that I recommended the discharge of Edward 
Henry, and I want to brand that statemect as a 
lie.” Frank was angry, but not dangerous. Mr. 
Amberg stood there smiling. his head towering 
above that of his fat antagonist. Several Alder- 
men interfered, and Amberg turned on his heel, 
leaving Collier talking to the crowd. 

Collier also called on Mr. Roesing for an ap- 
pointment. He did not succeed anywhere. He 
was about the City-Hall during the afternoon, 
denouncing the Mayor and Amberg as ingrates. 


INSANE ASYLUM INVESTIGATION, 


Judge Shepard Sends a Communication to 
the County Board. 

At the meeting of the County Board yesterday 

the followmg communication was received from 


Judge Shepard: 


‘* Jo the Honorable, The Board of Commission- 
ere of Cook Couaty: Herewith I hand a copy of a 
report made to meus Judge of the Criminal 
Court of this county by the grand jury at the 
olose of its session last Saturday. The Criminal 
Court is powerless to remedy the disgraceful 
condition of affairs at the Insane Asylum as di- 
closed by this 1eport, and I transmit the same to 
you, who have full power in the premises. N 

“The statutes of the State provide that your 
honorable body shall have the management of 
the affuirs of\ this county, and expressly em- 
power you to cause to be erected, or otherwise 
provided, suitable buildings for, and to maintain 
acouuty insane \asylum, and provide for the 
management of the same.’ 

“It will thus be nitis your honorable body 
alone that is responsivle for the scandalous if not 
criminal condition of things at the asylum to 
which the grand jury hws, in the performance of 
its duty, called the attention of the court, and to 
which in my turninow direct you. Respect- 
fully transmitted, 

| * HENRY M. SHEPARD, Judge.” 

The rons of the grand jury accompanied this 
communication. Upon the reading of the com- 
munication and the grand jury's report Com- 
missioner Cool said: It was evident where the 
coloring of that grand jury's report came from. 
In spite of the fact that the board had promptly 
acted on_every recommendation of the Superin- 
tendent, and that even the pay of the attendants 
was reduced from $25 to $20 u month at his rec- 
ommendation, there was evidently an attempt 
made by the officers of the asylum to divert at- 
tention from themselves and throw the blame 
on the County Board through the instrumental- 
ity of the grand jury. The board had already 
taken action on the matter of the stairw 
spoken of in the grand jury's report. Parto 

o overcrowding he had unders was due to 
the fact that one or two of the wards were being 
overhauled. Yet the grand jury were told noth- 
ing of this. But their ears were filled with tales 
of overcrowding and long hours aud poor pay for 
the attendants.“ Mr. Cool- closed by moving 
that Dr. Kiernan be discharged. 

The Chair held that Judge Shepard's com- 
munication, having been referred to the Publc 
Service Committee, Mr. Cool's motion was not 
in order, unless the board reconsidered its action 

sending the communication to the Committee. 
This the board declined to do by a vote of 7 to 7, 
Commissioner Schubert being absent. 

The following resolution was then introduced 
and its adoption moved by Mr. Hodgkins: In 
view of the fact of the outragcous treatment of 
a patient at the Insane Asylum, of which the 
daily papers have informed the people of this 
county, it is deemed advisable that this Board 
take prompt action. Therefore be it 

“Resolved, That all the eounty employés in any 
way responsible for the brutal treatment of Rob- 
ert Burns are hereby discharged from the service 
of the county—namely: Medical Superintend- 
ent, Dr. Kiernan: druggist, Dr. Schubert; At- 
tendaats Croghan. Richardson, and Percha; also 
Attendant Schubert, who was employed in the 
wurd where Burns was kept; and that the In- 
sane Asylum be placed under the charge of Drs. 
Noble and Hunt until a new Medical Superin- 
tendent shall be appointed.“ 

Dr. Gilmore immediately moved to adjourn, 
which was lost by a tie vote, and on motion of 
Commissioner Blair the resolution was referred 
to the Public Service Committee, 


Is THE BIBLE A REVELATION? 


Dr. Driver's Lecture Before the Chicago 
; Evangelization Society. 

Yesterday was the twenty-third day of the 
Bible Institute of the Chicago Evangelization 
Society. Dr. H. L. Hastings of Boston gave an 
instructive reading on the thirty-fourth Psalm. 
Dr. Driver lectured on, “Is the Bible a Revela- 
tion from God!“ Dr. Driver said that the 
skeptic in looking at the Bible takes only a head 
belief and will not make an experimental trial 
of it. We find that everything of the world, 
from its first history down to the present, has 
perished. Take the Assyrian Empire, Greece, 
the Alexandrian Empire. Rome with ail her 
magnificence, and Babylon with her great walls. 
They were all destroyed, but the Word of God 
still stands and will stand. God still preserves 
it upon the face of the earth. I defy any man to 
show anything that has been written since the 
first century that disproves the authenticity of 
the Bible. It is the work of the lawyer to prove 
its authenticity andthe work of the theologian 
to interpret it. No man can become a citizen of 
any Government without taking the oath of 
allegiance to that Government. And any one to 
become a citizen of Heaven must give up every- 
thing of earth ana take allegiance to the Govern- 
ment of Heaven. Moses and Christ are the only two 
who have ever set up monuments to prove that 
they were messengers of God. We find the tes- 
timony. which they established has been ob- 
served through all generations and come down 
even to the present day. and is still observed 
throughout the world. ad they been perpe- 
trators of a false doctrine could this have been 
true? Can you get any nation or people to set up 
a monument to perpetuate a deed that did not 
come to pass’ 

The same truth holds good for the New Tes- 
tament Scriptures. Their recoras are eitner 
true or Christ was a liar and the apostles sacri- 
ficed their lives for a false doctrine. Take the 
testimony of Polycarp, as he was about to be 
burned at the stake. When he was offered his 
freedum on condition he would deny his Lord. 
his answer was: ‘Eighty and six years have I 
served Him and He has done me nothing but 
good, and can 1 deny Him now? Such testi- 
mony as this cannot be gainsaid. Take the tes- 
timony of Paul; he could not have been mis- 
taken; he saw the light from Heaven anu testi- 
fied concerning what he saw. Thirty-five years 
he preached this doctrine, and finally when he 
came to the end of life, and was called upon to 
meet a martyr's death, che last taing he wrote 
his son Timothy was: 1 am now ready to be 
offered, and the time of my departure is at hand. 
I have fought a good fight; I have finished my 
course; I have kept the faith; henceforth there 
is laid up for me a crown of righteousness which 
the Lord, the righteous judge, shall give me at 
that day.’ 5

Mrs. Carter's room, Mr. Crittenden said, was 
situated near the head of the main stairway, and 
might have been seen from the office and could 
certainly be seen from the ballroom. The lights 
were kept burning all night. Mr. Crittenden 
could not say whether the stairway was used 
duriug the hours of 8or4in the morning. If any- 
body wanted to go up-stairs or down-stairs he 
would have to pass Mrs. Carter's room, but he 
did not know whether it was everdone.

He Could Tell by the Dates in His Check 
Book. 

“T should say I was about medium hight, dark 
hair, dark complexion, with no irregular feai- 
ures.”’ 

„Do you wear a mustache?” 

“ Yes, sir, a dark mustache; otherwise smooth 
face.“ 

That was the description which Dudley San- 
ford Gregory gave of himself wher he at last ap- 
pesred by deposition. He is the supposed com- 
panion of Mrs. Carter in the Cooper House wa- 
ter throwing incident.

MINERS CONCLUDE TO QUIT WORK. 


All Employes at Braidwood, Streator, Le 
Salle, Peru, and Spring Valley Now Idie. 
Sprine VALLEX. III., May 6.— [Special. — 

All the coal miners in the Cities of Braid- 

wood, Streator, La Salle, Peru, and this city 

are now idle, awaiting a settlement of the 
rate of wages for the coming year. The Wiil- 
mington Coal Company last week offered 
their miners 10 cents a ton reduction from 
last year’s prices. This the miners refused 


and quit work. The Spring Valley Coal 


Company so iar has been noncommittal as to 
the wages they would pay, and a week ago 
they shut down their shafts until the 
Wages question should be settled, but 
have since then employed about sixty 
men, working the middle vein of 
coal with mining machines. This noon a 
joint mass-meeting of the miners of this dis- 
trict was held in this city: About 38,000 
miners were present. They gathered in a 
grove hear the edge of town and listened to 
speeches from State Representative Ross and 
labor leaders of Northern Illinois. They sent 
out two committees to pursuade the middle 
vein miners to quit work and then adjourned 
until this afternoon to see what woula be ac- 
complished at the second meeting. A reso- 
lution was passed to stand out firm for 
last year’s prices. This applies to all 
Northern Lilinois. The miadle vein men at 
latest reports had not settled whether to 
quit work or not. The operators claim that 
competition from the mines in Southern IIIi- 
nois is so strong that they will have to re- 
duce the wages to keep from being driven 
from the market. At any rate, the operators 
of thi» district will have to pay the same 
wages to compete with each other. The 
operators appear to be firm on one side, and 
the miners equally soon the other. How 
long the lo€kout will remain is hard to state. 
The miners have little or no money, and a 
few weeks would make them destitute, 


GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


The Work of the Fish Commission—Wash- 


ington. Notes. 

WAsmNO rox, D. C., May 6.—To a reporter 
today Col. McDonald, the Fish Commission- 
er, set forth in detail the plans proposed by 
him for the summer. At the request of the 
Ohio Fish Commission the United States 
Commission this spring added to its regular 
program the distribution of pike perch—com- 
monly called pickerel—eggs and fry collected 
and hatched at Sandusky. About 80,000,000 
eggs were secured and these are now being 
planted in the waters of IIlinois, Ohio, and 
Western Pennsylvania, The trip of tne dis- 
tributing-car to Illinois is reported to have 
been one of the most successful ever made. 

The distribution of shad e and fry is 
being conducted from several hatcheries in 
the East. Acar will leave Washington to- 
morrow on its second trip tothe South with 
4,000,000 eggs, going direct to Montgomery, 
Ala., whence the distribution to local streams 
will be made.

SAYS BUTLER WAS DRUNK. 


ADMIRAL PORTER PAYS HIS RESPECTS 
TO THE GENERAL. 
OE 


He Says Butler Would Never Have Charged 
Him with EKunning Away from the Eu- 
emy at New Orleans if Wine Had Not 
Flowed So Freely at the Boston Bau- 
quet—How an Ilinols Man Made Money 
in Oklahoma—Capital Gossip. 


_ Wasnineton, D. C., May 6.—[Specia!.]— 
Old Admiral Porter is bombarding Ben But- 
ler for the latter’s temerity in charging him 
with cowardice. Today he trains his guns 
Straight at Butler, and Admiral Farragut. 
Secretary Welles, and the Confederate com- 
mander Higgins supply him with ammuni- 
tion. 

Am I going to reply to Butler?” said Ad- 
miral Porter today. Weill, I think I will. 
It seems to me as though it is a waste of good 
ammunition, but 1 suppose I will have to 
quiet him. AS 1 have taken the matter up I 
think I had better crush him, and I don’t 
know what ag@ncy can perform that littie 
job more satisfactorily than official docu- 
ments. How is this scrap of testimony: 

NAVY DEPARTMENT, May 10, 1862.—Air: Your 
dispatch of April 30, inclosing the articles ot cap - 
itulation of Forts Jackson and St. Philip, which 
surrendered the 28th, after a bombardment of 
144 consecutive hours by thé mortar flotilla, has 
been received. I have also to acknowledge the 
receipt of the flags taken in the two forts on that 
occasion, including the original hoisted on Fort 
St. Philip when the Confederate forces declared 
the State of Lousiana to have seceded from the 
ve been sent forward to the de- 

artment. The important part which you have 
Coons in the organization of the mortar flotilla 
and the movement on New Orieans, had identi- 
fled your name with one of the most brilliant 


naval achievements on record, and to your able 


assistance with the flotilla is Flag Officer Farra- 
gut much indebted for the successful results he 
has accomplished. To yourself and the officers 
and seamen of the mortar flotilla the department 
extends its congratulations. Iam respectfully,

* Now, if I had been running away how 
could the forts have surrendered to me, and 
is it likely that he Secretary of the Navy 
would have congratulated us if we had been 
guilty of cowardicet After passing the forts 
Farragut wrote to me detailing his experi- 
ences during passage and some of the 
events which tock place immediately after- 
ward. In that letter he said: 

If the General (Butler) will come up to the 
bayou and land a few men, or as many as he 
pleases, he will find two of our gunboats there to 
protect him from the gunboats that ure at the 
forts. I wish to get to the English turn, where 
they have not placed a battery yet, but they have 
two above, nearer New Orleans. They will not 
be idle and neither will I. You supported us 
most nobly. Truly yours, D. G. FARRAGUT. 

That doesn’t look as though I was running 
away, does it? The Rebels never charged me 
with giving Way an inch, and we certainly 
should have heard from them if they had 
succeeded in scaring us off, even if it was 
only for a little while.“ 

The Admiral then brought out a letter from 
Col. Higgins, who commanded the forts 
which the Union mortars were pounding at. 
It was written in 1862 and gave a full state- 
ment of the affairs on the river from April 
17 to April 24, 1862, when the fleet passed 
down. Col. Higgins gives Admiral Porter 
full credit for the terribly destructive bom- 
bardment of Fort Jackson and Fort St. 
Philip, below New Orleans, by the mortar 
vessels under Porter’s command. After we 
production of this letter Admirai Porter con- 
tinued: ‘“*How was all this damage done if 
we ran away! It is all nonsense to say that 
we forsook our duty even for an hour. The 
forts surrendered to me, and Butler knows 
it. His position is untenab e, and he never 
would have attacked me had he been sober. 
That speech of his was a drunken speech, 
— know, IU give him enough of a reply, 

owever. Til fire it at him for the next 
three weeks, and then he will let me alone 
for five years; I shall not bear any more 
from him d. g my lifetime, for I don’t ex- 
pect to live admpther five years. I suppose he 
was celebratipg bis capture of New Orleans. 
He claims it, J understand, although the city 
was in the pogsession of the marine corps 
for fully th days before Butler and his 
troops got. tpere. I know that, because I 
towed them.’ ; 

Ben Butler ‘snorted tonight when he read 
the document produced by Admiral Porter. 
Then he — — his great admiration for 
the Admiral’s „ oo he calledit. This 
much done, hero of New Orleans took up 
the documents and aissected them. ö 

“No one denies that Porter did the shell- 
ing of tne po ne said, “and dia it well 
enough. His mortar flotilla was all right. 
That's not what [ve been talking about. He 
needn’t bother to bring out his official docu- 
ments about it. The fact is it was after the 
sheliing that Porter ran away. If he would 
only own up to it there wouldn’t be any need 
of controversy.” 

Then Gen. Butler explained what his 
charges were, After the shelling, he said, 
Porter sent a flag of truce up the river call- 
ing on the Rebels to surrender. This flag 
was fired on by the Rebels, as they always 
claimed, under a misapprehension. In the 
smoke they did not see that it was a white 
flag. Their fire, Butler claims, completely 
upset Porter, who imagined that the Rebel 
ram Louisiana was after him, and he at once 
turned his fotilla down and out past the 
troop boats of Gen. Butler, telling these that 
the ram would soon be upon them and they 
had better get.“ This is the point on which 
Butler dwells and which Porter denies. 

These old land and sea warriors are fast 
drifting past the historical controversy and 

iving themselves up entirely to personal- 
ities. Porter claims that Butler's resent- 
ment is due t4 an apology he forced from the 
General at New Orieans for a personal af- 
front, while Butler swears it is all a lie. 
Each is digging up cart-loads of official rec- 
ords to show what a mean wretch the other 
was.

R. W. Ross of Vandalia, formerly Recorder 
of the General Land Office, has an eye that 
is actively turned in a business direction. He 
did not remain three years in the Land Office 
and then resign at the beginning of this Ad- 
ministration without learning something 
about the business. The General Land Office 
issues Dlank forms to settlers on the public 
lands, which are to be filled outin order to 
obtain title under the Preémption and Home- 
stead laws, These forms are issued to any 
one who may apply for them, and are to be 
had at the different land offices. The de- 
partment selis them at the rate of one cent 
foreach blank. or 10 cents per dozen. Mr. 
Ross, before leaving his post in the Land 
3 recognizing the need there would 
be or these blank forms in tbe 
new Territory of Oklahoma, procured a cou- 
ple of thousand of them. e took the stock 
along with him to the promised land and 
started to salling them from the first day the 
Territory was opened to settlement. He sold 
them at the moderate advance over what 
they cost him of $a piece. Of course each 
settler required one of the forms, which nad 
to be tilled out before acquiring title to any 
land, and the resuit of the sale was quite 
profitable. According to late advices re- 
ceived here he sold over 1,000 of the forms at 
$5 each within the space of a week. He has 
now gone up into Kansas and will invest in 
real estate in tne neighborhood of Wichita, 
stating that he has gotten about all he 
wanted out of Oklahoma.

Judge Long, one of the present J ustices of 
the Supreme Court of Michigan, fought with 
distinction in the last war.

This 
wound has troubled him every day since 1865, 
having never healed up in the course of 
twenty-four years. In 1884 he was granted a 
pension of $50 per month. He has drawn 
this amount each month since March 24 of 
that year.

Chief Justice Fuller has been talking 
about the way Supreme Court business is 
clogged. The business before the court, the 
Chief Justice thinks, could be expedited by 
the establishment of an intermediate or Ap- 
pellate Court, as proposed some years ago 
by Senator Davis. “This plan,“ the Chief 
Justice says, was tried in Illinois, and in 
about two years the Supreme Court of that 
State was enabled to catch up with the busi- 
ness that had accumuldted on the docket. 
Waile it might not have such luck in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States or make 
such gratifying progress, still the country 
would be benefited by auch an intermediate 
court, and I sincerely hope Congress will 
authorize its establisnment.”’

BIRTH OF THE REPUBLIC. 


THE BEGINNING OF THE REVOLUTION 
CELEBRATED AT VERSAILLES. 


One Hundred Years Ago the States Gen- 
eral Met In the Magnificent Palace— 
That Event, Says Michelet, “ Marks 
the Date of the Birth of the French 
People,” and This It Was the People of 
Paris Celebrated Sunday. 

[New York Tribuhe Cabie.| 

Paris, May 5.—“ The meeting of the States 
General in 1789 marks,” says Michelet, “ the 
real date of the birth of the French people.” 
The real date, however, of the opening cere- 
mony was yesterday, not today. The change 
now made may be made partly because che 5th 
falls Sunday, always a good day for a festi- 
val in France, and partiy because the open- 
Ing pageant a hundred years ago was 80 
largely ecclesiastical and royal. Nobody, or 
nobody in power, now cares to remember 
either of these characteristics in today’s 
festival. At Versailles, as elsewhere through- 
out France, it is political, Republican and 
Democratic—to some extent national; it has 
certainly nothing to do with either priest or 
king. It was intended, as the official organs 
told us, to be entinély domestic. This ju- 
dicious resolution s taken after the chef 
European Powers had refused to have any- 
thing to do with celebrating the centennial 
of the French Revolution. It has been pretty 
‘strictly left alone. It looks throughout like 
a family affair. 

It has been a great day for Versailles. I 
doubt whether people went in great numbers 
from Paris, There was, ot course, a great 
crowd at the St. Lazare Station, whence 
most persons started by rail. Others went 
by the line on the left bank of the Seine, a 
few by road, like the President and his suite, 
a tea-miledrive. But Paris is always jeal- 
ous of Versailies, with its 50,000 people and 
its innumerable historic memories, and the 
patriotic sightseers who poured into the town 
which Louis XIV. created certainly did not 
equal its own citizens. 

As a mere spectacle the ceremony cannot 
be compared with scores which the last 
twenty years have witnessed in Paris. In 
itself it was interesting ratoer than splen- 
did, the soldiers excepted, who are both in- 
teresting and splendid. The preparations 
on the spot were simple enough. A low 
pavilion, in cloth of broad red and gold 
stripes, square, with two oblong wings, had 
been erected in front of the old salle, 
now destroyed, where the States 
General met. On the Avenue de Paris was. 
the central pavilion, carpeted in red, and fur- 
nished with gilt chairs covered with red vel- 
vet. The town was decorated elegantly, but 
not profusely. The broad avenue, with its 
four rows of trees blossoming and rich in 
their spring foliage, is guarded by troops and 
genudarmes. Knots of them are here and 
there, in front of and about the Presidential 
pavilion. Opposite the pavilion, beyond tne 
main roadway, there was a space for the 
many thousands of spectators. They left 
most of it rigorously vacant; why, was a mys- 
tery, for it was the only good place for see- 
ing what passed, and was never occupied b 
the troops or anybody else. The side pavil- 
ions inclosures, for which tickets were 
issued none too freely, were good places for 
people who wished to be seen, but useless for 
seeing. | 

WAITING FOR THE PKESIDENT. 

The President was to arrive at 2. Before 1, 
how long before I cannot Bay, the troops were 
in position. Sundry offi persons had ar- 
rived. The inclosures were filling rapidi 
with forlorn creatures who could only look 
across the avenue, fifty yards. away, where 
others, less favored and less lorn, 
were grou The police and the troops 
made raids on these groups from time to 
time. To wish to see the ceremony was to the 
official and military mind acrime. All prep- 
aratuons were taken to preventit. I quitted 
the pavilion, where my gave me the 
right to remain, but with no chance of seeing, 
for a much humbler place opposite, where 
nobody seemed to have any rights which the 
soldiery were bound to respect. A few of us 
in the end were, by the help of much diplo- 
macy, allowed to stay there. 

It happened that shortly before 2 1 saw 
President Carnot arrive. He had come be- 
fore his time, and several great functionaries 
who should have received him were not 
there. He drew up to the music of artillery, 
which his horses clearly did not like, nor his 
coachman. A squadron or two of cavalry 
escorted him. The troops, extending far on 
either hand in the hedges, presented arms. 
The rain which had been falling had not long 
before rained itself out. The sun a 
and shone fiercely upon President ot’s 
bare head, partly bald, and upon many other 
heads mere venerable than his and more 
bald. Public life ages men fast. Almost all 
these Ministers, Councilors, Senators, Dep- 
uties, and the rest were old to lookat. When 


the whole of the outer fringe of humanity in 


and about the pavillion was gray, any man 
with black hair or much of it was an excep- 
tion and a conspicuous exception. President 
Carnot is one of these. His hair, mustach 
whiskers, and fuil, close cut beard are 
black. 

LITTLE ENTHUSIASM MANIFESTED. 

He was received, but with no great en- 
thusiasm. None of us knew then that a 

istol shot had been fired as he left the 
sée or the reception would certainly have 
been warmer. Hats came off, but they were 
not waved. It wasonly President Carnot, 
who rather oddly in acknowledging eet- 
ings as he satin his landau waved his hat 
to the cheering crowd. With him were M. 
Tirard, the Prime Minister, and Gen. Brugere, 
his Military Secretary. 

The scene is striking, but presently will be 
more striking still, and I will try to describe 
it a little later. The President descends 
from his landau last of all, and walks — 
upto his place in the central pavilion. 
gilt chair waits vainly for him. He pre- 
fers, or etiquette o ns, standing. The 
animation in tne pavilion is great, 
due no doubt do the news which the 
bystanders have heard ot the pistol shot. 
Other carriages come up with singular pe 
sonages in red gowns, and others still mo 
singular in yellow, with flat black yellow 
caps and others still in orainary evening 
dress. Others again in swallow-tailed coats, 
adorned with transverse tricolor scarfs, here 
thought to lend dignity and prestige to the 

reon of the legislator or officer of state. 

ew, inueed. are they who wear no decora- 
tion or ornament of any kind. President 
Carnot, who is in evening dress, has a broad 
and loug bloodred ribbon descending from 
his right shoulder to his left hip, the ribbon 
of a Grand Commander of the Legion of Hon- 
or. Such color as there is on the platform 
comes from such millinery as this, or from the 
few oer naval or military people present. 

The personages on the platform soon ar- 
range themselves in decorous positions, aud 
the speechmaking begins. ot a word of 
these harangues did any one outside of the 
pavilion hear.
